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This  Tolume  is  devoted  to  the  returns  made  by  light,  heat  and 
power  companies  for  &e  year  ended  December  31,  1913.  An 
abstract  of  each  return  appears  in  Fart  III  in  ite  alphabetical 
order  and  contains  the  essential  items  relating  to  the  operations  of 
the  year  and  the  condition  of  the  property  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Financial  data  are  presented  in  the  abstracts  in  comparative  full- 
ness, while  operating  statistics  are  presented  more  fully  in  die 
tabular  summaries  of  Part  II.  An  interpretation  of  the  results  of 
tabulation  and  compilation  is  presented  in  the  analysis  of  Fart  I, 
where  their  Bignificance  is  brought  out  by  means  of  comparisons 
with  previous  years. 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  time  required  in  the  preparation 
and  printing  of  this  volume,  the  moat  important  information  con- 
tained in  the  returns  was  compiled  and  published  in  May,  1914,  in 
the  form  of  preliminary  abstracts  of  individual  companies. 

It  is  proper  that  acknowledgment  should  be  made  of  the  services 
of  Mr.  Oeorge  F.  Watkins,  assistant  chief  statistician,  who  has 
berai  in  immediate  charge  of  the  compilation  of  these  statistics.

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The  number  of  gas  plants  operated  is  the  subject  of  one  inter- 
e.^ting  change  during  the  year  1913,  owing  to  the  conunencement 
of  operations  by  the  New  York  &  Richmond  Gas  of  its  coal-gas 
plant  Certain  performance  ratios  for  thia  plant  are  given  in  the 
text  tables  dealing  with  that  subject,  but  the  separation  of  operat- 
ing expenses  generally  is  not  made  by  the  company,  hence  there  is 
no  separation  of  the  New  York  &  Kichmond's  unit  costs  in  Table 
XXXy.  It  is  not  necessarily  to  be  inferred  that  this  new  coal- 
gas  plant  is  now  permanently  in  operation. 

The  fact  that  the  number  of  electric  generating  stations  operated 
remains  unchanged  fails  to  suggest  an  important  development 
during  the  year,  that  is,  the  commencement  of  operation  of  the 
new  plant  of  the  United  Electric  at  201at  street  and  the  Harlem 
river.  This  addition  is  counterbalanced  by  the  fact  that  the  New 
York  Edison  did  not  operate  during  the  year  one  of  its  old 
*'  stand-by  "  stations,  known  as  the  Gold  street  station.  The  new 
station  containa  three  generator  units  of  15,000  kw,  capacity  each. 
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Other  CBUsee,  however,  which  are  elsewhere  discussed,  affect  the 
increase  in  capacity. 

The  Biverside  Electric  Light  &  Power  Company  is  again  not 
included  in  the  tables  this  year.  The  nature  of  its  operations  was 
explained  in  the  1912  report,  and  the  significant  facts  about  the 
company  are  obtainable  from  the  abstract  of  its  returns  published 
in  Part  III  of  this  volume. 

In  1913  the  L^slature  included  under  the  authority  of  the 
Commission  companies  selling  steam  to  the  public.  The  law  (Art. 
I,  §  5)  provides  that  jurisdiction  shall  extend:  "To  the  manu- 
facture, holding,  distribution,  transmission,  sale  or  furnishing  of 
steam  for  heat  or  power  in  the  First  District,  to  steam  plants 
therein,  and  to  the  persons  or  corporations  owning,  leasing  or 
operating  the  same."  Eut  "  where  steam  is  made  or  produced  and 
distributed  by  the  maker,  on  or  dirough  private  property  solely 
for  die  maker's  own  use  or  the  use  of  the  mater's  tenant  and  not 
for  sale  to  others,"  '  there  is  no  steam  corporation  in  the  sense  oi 
the  law.  Only  one  company,  the  New  York  Steam  Company,  is 
included  in  this  report.  Its  entry  into  the  circle  of  reporting 
companies  is  marked  by  its  appearance  in  the  General  Summary, 
where  it  constitutes  a  group  by  iteeH  This  company's  two 
stations  are  located,  one  at  Greenwich  and  Dey  streets,  and  the 
other  on  the  East  river  between  59th  and  60th  streets.

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FKOnUCnOH,  niSTKIBTmOF  ASH  consumption  of  gas,  1913 
Statifltical  Epitome  and  Compariioii 
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Gas  Plants 

Two  noteworthy  changes  in  tho  gas  plants  occurred  in  1913. 
The  first  is  a  decrease  of  8,600,000  eu.  ft.  in  the  capacity  of 
water-gas  sets,  and  the  second,  an  increase  of  500,000  cu.  ft.  in  the 
capacity  of  coal-gas  sets.  Both  changes  are  exceptional.  The  de- 
crease in  the  water-gas  sets  ie  due  to  condemnation  proceedings,  as 
a  result  of  which  the  6  sets  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  at  the  44th 
street  and  North  River  station  were  withdrawn.  These  sets  were 
of  the  Lowe  type,  the  same  as  17  of  the  remaining  IS  sets  in  this 
company's  plants.  Two  of  the  generators  were  of  smaller  dimen- 
sion than  any  remaining  in  the  companj-'a  plants.  The  smallest 
diameters  among  the  water-gas  generators  remaining  are  one 
9-foot  {described  as  oil-gas  type)  and  one  10-foot  (Lowe  type). 
As  regards  capacity  in  cu.  ft.  per  day,  the  sets  retired  averaged 
1,417,000  each,  which  is  rather  small  as  compared  with  the 
capacity  -of  other  sets  of  the  same  company  and  of  other  com- 
panies (see  Table  II).  The  Consolidated's  average  for  its  remain- 
ing 18  sets  is  1,833,000,  while  the  average  for  the  entire  Con- 
solidated system  is  slightly  above  1,810,000.  That  for  the  39  sets 
of  the  Brooklyn  L'nion  system  is  about  1,800,000  cu.  ft. 

The  increase  of  500,000  cu.  ft  in  the  2t-hour  capacity  of  the 
coal-gas  works  is  due  to  the  putting  into  operation  of  the  coal-gaa 
plant  of  the  New  York  &  Richmond  Gas  already  mentioned.  This 
plant  was  constructed  in  1904,  and  had  been  idle  for  some  tima 

Thore  was  an  increase  during  the  year  of  1,970,000  cu.  ft.  in 
holder  capacity,  due  entirely  to  the  installation  by  the  Queens 
Borough  Gas  &  Electric  of  a  new  holder  with  a  capacity  of  2,000,- 
000  cu.  ft.  and  the  removal  by  the  same  company  of  one  with  a 
capacity  of  30,000  cu.  ft.  Thus  the  capacity  of  the  holders  of  this 
company  was  increased  from  830,000  cu.  ft.  in  1912  to  2,800,000 
in  1913. 

The  absolute  increase  of  16,657  ft.  in  the  length  of  transmission 
pipe  is  due  to  a  net  increase  of  5,711  for  the  Brooklyn  Union 
system,  2,626  for  the  New  York  &  Richmond  Gas,  2,991  for  the 
Queens  Borough  Gas  &  Electric,  and  5,329  for  the  Kings  County 
Lighting.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  absolute  increase  as  here 
reported,  as  well  as  in  other  instances,  is  not  always  equal  to  the 
difference  between  the  published  figures  of  the  1912  and  1913 
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reports.  This  is  due  to  frequent  reclassification  and  correction  of 
returns  by  the  respondent  companies.  More  than  one-half  of  the 
increase  in  distribution  pipe,  SOSfSlT  it,  pertains  to  the  Brooklyn 
Union  system;  approximately  one-fourth,  119,478  ft,  to  the  Con- 
solidated system;  and  the  remainder,  250,370  ft.,  to  all  other 
companies  combined. 

By  "  consumers'  meters  "  is  meant  all  the  meters  a  company 
owns  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  consumption,  whether  in  use 
by  consumers  or  not.  This  does  not  include  station  meters.  The 
net  increase  of  42,661  in  the  number  of  consumers'  meters  is  the 
■difference  between  73,587,  the  number  bought  during  the  year, 
and  30,926,  the  niimber  retired.  (Table  VII,  Div.  B.)  Of  the 
73,587  meters  bought,  over  94  per  cent  are  of  the  3-light  and 
-S-light  sizes.  Approximately  88  per  cent  of  the  meters  bought 
are  of  5-light  size.  Among  the  meters  retired  the  3-lig^t  size  is 
most  numerous,  forming  over  68  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  5-light 
size  formed  about  32  per  cent  of  the  total  number  retired.  This 
fact  BU^;est8  that  in  general  3-light  meters  are  not  retired  because 
old  and  unfit  for  use,  but  because  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  consumers.  This  tendency  is  further  illustrated  by  the  char- 
acter of  the  meters  bought  by  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  during 
the  year.  Of  these,  only  122  were  of  the  3-Iight  size  and  33,668 
of  the  5-li^t  size. 

Table  1  shows  absolute  and  relative  data  pertaining  to  plant 
utilization.  So  far  as  the  figures  are  available  or  applicable, 
grand  totals  are  also  given  for  1910,  1911  and  1912.  The  abso- 
lute figure  for  manufacturing  capacity  is  less  by  8,000,000  eu,  ft 
per  day  in  1913  than  in  1912  as  has  already  been  noted.  Holder 
capacity,  on  the  other  band,  increased  1,970,000  cu,  ft  Both  of 
'Jheee  facte  affect  the  ratios  of  Table  1. 
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The  ratio  of  holder  capacity  to  manufacturing  capacity  remains 
ahout  2  to  3,  and  for  all  companies  combined  is  Bubject  to  but 
slight  change.  The  capacity  factor,  or  the  ratio  of  average  pro- 
duction per  day  to  manufacturing  capacity,  indicates  the  degree  of 
utilization  of  a  plant.  The  ratio  is  about  1  to  2  for  all  companies 
combined.  The  Brooklyn  Union  system  ranks  first  as  having  th& 
highest  ratio,  55.95  per  cent,  a  slight  increase  over  1912;  and  the 
Consolidated  system,  second,  with  a  ratio  of  47.41,  which  repre- 
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sents  an  iuorease  orer  1912  considarabl;  greater  than  that  for  the 
Brooklyn  Union  system,  owing  to  the  withdrawals  of  water^aa 
sets  above  mentioned.  Among  the  amall  companies,  the  Kings 
County  Lighting  maintains  its  leadership,  with  a  ratio  of  46.13 
per  cent,  about  3.00  points  higher  than  in  1912. 

Ab  ref^rds  the  ratio  of  average  production  per  day  to  holder 
capacity,  the  Brooklyn  Union  ayeton  occupies  its  iistial  high  posi- 
tion. The  Queens  Sorough  Gas  &  Electric,  by  reason  of  its  new 
holder,  reduced  its  ratio  from  over  90  in  1912  to  less  than  30  in 
1913.  The  Consolidated  system  maintains  about  the  same  ratio 
aa  in  1912.  All  the  minor  companies  except  ihe  Queens  Borough 
show  increases  of  from  4  to  10  points. 

The  ratio  of  the  average  production  per  day  to  the  maximum 
day's  aendout  is  about  3  to  4.  In  other  words,  the  range  of  varia- 
tion between  eeasbna  is  email.  The  Queens  Borough  Gas  & 
Electric  is  a  noteworthy  exceptitm.  Its  ratio  of  43.56  shows  that 
for  some  days  in  the  year  He  demand  is  more  than  twice  aa  large  as 
its  average  daily  sendout.  Its  maximum  day's  sendout  is  about 
four  times  the  minimum.  This  company  also  has  a  summer  maxi- 
mum. These,  togelJier  with  other  peculiarities,  are  explained  by 
its  location  at  a  summer  resort. 

The  ratio  of  maximum  day's  sendout  to  mannf  aetuiing  capacity 
is  naturally  far  from  uniform,  but  in  no  case  does  it  exceed  three- 
fourths.  The  Brooklyn  Union  system  approximates  that  fraction, 
having  a  ratio  of  T1.61  per  cent,  and  the  Consolidated  system  is  a 
close  second,  with  a  ratio  of  68.24.  None  of  the  other  companies 
is  ever  called  upon  during  the  year  to  supply  on  any  one  day 
more  than  60  per  cent  of  the  gas  that  could  be  generated  by  its 
manufacturing  capacity.  The  lowest  ratio  is  that  of  the  Brooklyn 
Borough,  34  per  cent.  All  these  ratios  for  1913,  with  the  sin^e 
exception  of  that  for  tlie  Kings  County  Lifting,  are  lower  than 
die  carrespondiug  ratios  for  1912. 

The  next  column  of  ratits  shows  that  the  capacity  of  holders 
is,  in  nearly  one-half  of  the  inatanoes  given,  not  equal  t^  meeting 
the  special  demand  of  the  day  of  highest  consumption.  But  the 
storage  function  of  holders  has  reference  to  equalizing  the  efFecta 
of  irr^ular  demand  through  the  hours  of  ih.6  day  rather  than  from 
one  day  to  anotiier. 
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The  ratios  of  minimum  dftj'e  sendout  to  maDufacturiDg  capacity 
is  of  eignificanca  in  indicating  what  fraction  of  the  company's 
capacity  is  always  employed.  In  this  respect  the  Brooklyn  Union 
system  ranks  first,  utilizing  about  40  per  cent  of  its  plant  all  the 
time.  The  Brooklyn  Borough  and  the  Queens  Borough  utilize  coo- 
tinnouflly  only  a  little  more  than  10  per  e«it  of  their  respective 
capacitiee,  but  these  companies  operate  in  summer  resorts. 

The  last  series  of  ratios  shows  the  relation  of  the  minimum  day's 
Bend-out  to  holder  capacity.  The  Brooklyn  Union  system  utilizes 
more  than  one-half  of  its  holder  capacity  on  every  day  of  the 
year.  The  Kings  County  Lighting  similarly  uses  about  three- 
fourths  of  its  holder  capacity.  The  low  figure  of  the  Queens 
Borough  Gas  &  Electric  is  not  of  much  significance  as  both  terms 
of  the  ratio,  the  exceptionally  low  minimum  day's  send-out  due  to 
the  pronounced  seasonal  character  of  its  business  and  the  ab- 
normally large  capacity  of  new  holders,  are  not  comparable  with 
the  same  terms  for  the  other  companies. 

Diipontion  of  Oas 

Table  2  shows  the  source  and  disposition  of  the  supply  of  gas 
during  the  year  1913  in  relative  numbers.  The  total  amount 
available  for  disposition  is  composed  of  the  amount  of  gas  on  hand 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  plus  the  amount  made  during  the 
year,  plus  the  amount  bought  during  the  year.  This  sum  is  ac- 
counted for  according  to  disposition  as :  Sold  to  the  public,  sold  to 
other  lighting  companies,  used  by  the  companies  themselves,  on 
hand  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  a  residiial  amount  lost  or  un- 
accounted for. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  amount  on  band  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  is  practically  equal  to  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  gas  bought  represents  merely  sales  between  com- 
panies in  the  city.  A  decline  in  the  per  cent  lost  or  unaccounted 
for  is  shown  for  1913  in  the  case  of  almost  every  company.  There 
was  a  saving  of  0.98  points  per  cent  for  the  companies  as  a  whole 
on  the  gross  baais  and  of  0.81  points  with  duplicated  sales  excluded. 
The  latter  is  the  better  figure,  since  the  transfer  of  gas  between 
companies  does  not  afEect  the  physical  conditions  of  its  distribution 
and  resulting  loss  but  does  to  some  extent  from  the  point  of  view 
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of  the  combined  companiea  oauee  duplicationB  in  the  figure  for 
the  total  available.  Of  the  eeparate  companies  or  groups  of  com* 
panies,  the  BrooUpi  Union  system  shows  the  maximum  decrease, 
1.58  points  on  ilie  gross  basis,  and  1.73  points  with  duplicated 
sales  excluded.  The  Consolidated  system  reduced  its  elsmeiit  of 
loss  by  0.62  points  on  the  gross  basis,  and  0.35  points  with  dupli- 
cated sales  excluded.  The  minor  and  outlying  companies  are  still 
sustaining  heavy  losses. 

Table  3  presents  a  comparison  of  the  source  and  dispositioa  of 
gas  for  a  series  of  years  for  all  companies  combined. 
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As  appears  in  Table  i,  the  Astoria,  which  is  the  greatest  pro- 
ducing company  of  the  Consolidated  system,  sells  practically  all 
its  gas  to  the  Consolidated  Glas  Company,  which  is  the  largest 
distributing  company  of  the  system.  According  to  Table  XI, 
Division  A,  29,210,  659  M  eu.  ft.  were  made  by  the  entire  system, 
of  which  10,372,054,  or  more  than  one-third,  were  produced  by 
the  Astoria.  The  dependence  of  the  system  on  the  Astoria  is 
evident.  The  sales  of  the  Astoria  to  the  Consolidated  Gas  during 
the  year  1913  increased  60  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  all  tho  gas  supplied  by  city  companies  to 
the  Westchester  is  this  year  sold  by  the  Northern  Union,  In  1912 
the  transaction  was  in  part  an  affair  of  the  Consolidated  G-as  Co, 
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Increase  in  Qas  Consumption 
The  rate  o£  increase  in  the  conaumption  of  gas  is  shown  for  the 
main  groups  of  companies  in  Table  5.  It  appears  from  the  figures 
for  1913  as  if  the  gas-supply  industry  in  the  City  of  New  York 
had  lost  its  power  of  rapid  growth  evident  for  some  years.  Popu- 
lation has  prohably  increased  at  a  greater  rate  in  1913  than  did 
the  consumption  of  gas,  or,  in  other  words,  the  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  gas  declined.  If  this  is  true,  the  low  rate  of  increase 
cannot  be  wholly  explained  by  a  elackening  of  the  growth  of 
business  and  population  in  1913.  Electricity  waa  still  able  to 
make  marked  gains.  The  comparison  of  gas  consumption  with 
earlier  years  is  also  affected  by  the  stimulus  to  consumption 
resulting  from  important  reductions  in  the  price  of  gas  put  into 
effect  about  1909. 
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Table  6  stowa  the  daily  average  diatribution  of  gi 
for  the  years  1912  and  1913  for  each  company,  to^ 
per  cent  increase  or  decrease  for  these  years. 
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Although  only  5  out  of  the  19  companies  ahow  decreases  for 
the  year,  all  but  3  have  a  lower  per  cent  increase  than  in  1912. 
Those  companies  that  ahowed  a  decrease  last  year  show  a  larger 
decrease  this  year;  those  that  enjoyed  a  alight  increase  last  year 
show  a  decreaee  this  year;  and  those  that  enjoyed  a  considerable 
increase  laat  year  show  a  much  smaller  increase  this  year.  Though 
the  smaller  and  outlying  companies  make  so  good  a  comparative 
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ahowin^  the  dereloimieiit  of  Uieir  tamtcay  in  1913  may  haTe  pro- 
ceeded at  a  greats  rate  than  the  growth  of  the  gas  indnrtiy  in 
that  territory. 

,  Unless  the  industry  is  on  the  decline,  conaumption  of  gas  in  any 
tBiritoiy  is  bonnd  to  increase  in  proportion  as  popuiation  in- 
creases. Since  we  do  not  know  the  actual  rate  of  increase  of 
population  in  New  York  City  in  a  given  inteTceuaal  year,  for 
example,  1913,  we  cannet  with  certainty  determine  whedmr  Ae 
gas  industry  here  lost  or  gained  ground  in  1913.  It  looks  as  if 
there  was  a  loss.  This  may  be  due  to  a  leesening  of  what  we  may 
call  exbennveness  of  nse.  But  there  is  anothw  phase  of  &e 
dynamic  process  that  relates  to  intensivenees  of  use,  or  to  changes 
in  the  average  quantity  used  by  each  individual  or  family  amcmg 
those  who  do  use  gas.  It  is  poesible  with  the  data  available  to 
test  the  character  of  the  increase  of  gas  consumption  from  this 
standpoint.  Thus  analytically  viewed,  an  indnatry  may  show  any 
one  of  three  growth  c<HiditionB:  (1)  it  may  make  abscdnte  gains 
but  perhaps  not  more  than  in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  the 
peculation  of  the  territory  served;  (2)  it  may  reach  a  lat^r  and 
lai^r  proportion  of  that  population;  (3)  it  may  be  able  to  sell 
more  and  more  of  its  product  to  its  established  clientele  as  they 
become  better  acquainted  with  its  possihilitiefl,  A  further  possible 
refinement  with  reference  to  the  purchasing  poww  of  a  population 
need  only  be  mentioned  in  this  connection.  It  is  to  the  last  of 
these  three  pointa  that  the  following  analysis  is  directed.

For  all  companies  combined,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  con- 
sumers in  1912  was  2,8  per  cent,  and  the  increase  in  the  daily 
average  amount  of  gaa  distributed  (Table  6),  4.1  per  cent.     In 
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1913,  the  iDcrease  in.  consumerB  was  3.6  per  cent,  and  in  the 
amount  of  gae  distributed  1.7  per  cent.  The  per  cent  increase  in 
gas  distributed  is  about  one-third  larger  than  that  for  the  number 
of  consumers  in  1912,  and  only  about  one-half  the  latter  in  1913, 
indicating  a  very  decided  setback  as  regards  intenBiveness  of  use 
in  the  year  1913.  The  Consolidated  system,  which  showed  a  per 
cent  increase  in  gas  distributed  about  three  times  as  lai^  aa  that 
for  consumers  in  1912,  reported  for  1913  a  per  tsmt  increase  in 
gas  distributed  only  about  one-third  that  for  the  number  of  con- 
amners.  The  Brooklyn  Union  system,  which  showed  about  equal 
rates  of  increase  in  daily  amount  of  gas  distributed  and  in  con- 
sumers in  1912,  reported  for  1913  a  per  cent  increase  in  gas  dis- 
tributed exactly  one-half  that  for  conamuers.  For  the  minor  oont- 
paniee  the  per  cent  increase  in  distribution  per  day  in  1912  ex- 
ceeded by  almost  on»-haIf  the  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of 
consimiers,  while  in  1913  the  latter  per  cent  exceeds  the  former  by 
about  one-quarter. 

Not  only  does  the  year  191S  show  a  smaller  rate  of  increase  in 
the  nmnber  of  consumes  than  the  years  immediately  preceding, 
but,  as  just  seen,  it  appears  that  conaumere  of  gas  may  have 
economized  during  the  year,  thus  reducing  the  daily  average  con- 
sumption. There  is,  however,  the  alternative  hypothesiB  that  a 
considerable  number  of  large  consumers  switched  from  the  use 
of  gas  for  illumination  purposes  to  the  use  of  electricity,  thus  re- 
ducing the  average  consumption  of  gas.  But  this  factor  should 
net  have  the  special  erffect,  upon  1913  for  which  an  explanation 
is  sought.  Moreover,  new  consumers  may  have  been  especially 
small  conaumere,  but  they  were  too  few  thus  appreciably  to  affect 
the  average  of  1913.  New  consumers  in  many  oases  use  gas  only 
for  cooking. 

The  average  daily  amount  of  gas  distributed  in  1912  was 
115,132,000  cu.  ft.  If  this  item  had  increased  in  1913  at  the 
same  rate  (3.6  per  cent)  as  the  nmnber  of  consumers,  the  increase 
would  have  been  4,145,000  cu.  ft.  But  the  actual  increase  was 
less  than  one-half  that,  or  1,941,000  cu.  ft. 

Since  the  signiiicanee  of  absolute  numbers  of  small  magnitude 
is  easier  for  the  mind  to  grasp  than  relative  numbers,  the  decided 
falling  off  in  average  distribution  per  consumer  in  1913  is  shown

For  each  group  of  companies  a  smaller  amount  per  consumer  is 
shown  for  1913  than  for  1912.  The  Consolidated  system,  which 
showed  the  smallest  increase  in  the  number  of  consumers  and  in 
the  average  daily  distribution,  also  shows  the  closest  approach  to 
the  1912  ratio  per  consumer.  It  is  for  the  Brooklyn  Union  system 
and  the  "  other  companies,"  under  consideration,  that  the  more 
notable  differences  in  the  ratio  occurred  from  1912  to  1913. 

The  Brooklyn  Union  syst«n  shows  a  steady  downward  tendenev 
as  regards  consumption  per  consumer  for  the  three-year  period, 
with  a  difference  of  about  2.8  cu.  ft.  per  consumer  per  day  between 
1911  and  1913.  Since  this  system  had  over  468,000  consumers  in 
1913,  this  means  that  the  lessened  use  of  gas  caused  a  reduction 
in  the  system's  distribution  of  about  2,8  x  458,000  x  365,  or  468,- 
000,000  cu.  ft  In  other  words,  if  the  average  daily  distribution 
per  consumer  had  been  the  same  in  1913  as  in  1911,  the  system's 
gross  earnings  would  have  been  more  than  they  actually  were  by 
about  $375,000. 

These  developments  may  have  been  due  to  the  tendency  of  con- 
sumers of  gas  for  both  lighting  and  cooking  to  substitute  electricity 
for  the  former,  while  still  using  gas  for  the  latter  purpose.  But 
the  outstanding  peculiarity  of  1913  in  these  respects  suggests 
rather  a  cause  specially  affecting  that  year,  that  is,  business  con- 
ditions. 

Table  7  gives  figures  for  gas  appliances  used  by  consumers  of 
the  Consolidated  system  in  1913.  The  data  lack  comprehensive- 
ness to  such  an  extent  that  detailed  analysis  is  not  warranted. 
However,  there  was  a  falling  off  of  about  one-half  in  the  per  cent 
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increase  in  the  number  of  ranges  rented  in  1913  as  compared  with 
1912.  The  number  sold  also  declined  more  than  one-half.  This 
decline  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  falling  oif  in  building  opera- 
tions in  the  year  1913. 
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Ou  Operating  Batioa,  nqtecially  Ferformanoe  Eatios 
Certain  sections  of  Table  XXXV  are  devoted  to  unit  costs  per 
M  cu.  ft.  of  gas  produced  (Div.  B,  §  2)  and  per  M  distributed 
(Div.  C,  §  2).  But  these  deal  merely  with  charges  to  the  various 
operating  accounts.  The  same  element  enters  largely  into  the 
following  series  of  text  tables.  But  the  distinctive  element  here 
is  that  the  ratios  relate  to  physical  quantities  of  fuel  and  materials 
used ;  that  is,  they  are  performance  ratios.  Here  the  emphasis  is 
upon  this  sort  of  ratio  rather  than  upon  pecuniary  ratios.  The 
text  tables  are  in  the  same  form  as  in  the  1912  Report,  except  that 
the  results  of  that  year  are  sometimes  brought  forward  and  incoi^ 
porated  in  this  year's  tables  for  certain  of  the  more  important 
comparisons.  The  first  table  deals  comprehensively  with  the  dis- 
tinctive phase  of  coal-gas  manufacture,  the  second  with  the  cor- 
responding water-gas  processes,  and  the  others  with  both  coal-gas 
and  water-gas  operations.  Table  8  is  of  special  interest  on  ac- 
count of  the  degree  to  which  the  cost  of  coal-gas  depends  upon  the 
recovery  and  sale  of  important  residuals.  The  New  York  &  Rich- 
mond Gas  is  this  year  added  to  the  list  of  these  companies. 
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Coal-gas  ratios. —  The  Consolidated  Gas  gross  unit  cost  o£  coal 
carbonized  in  1913  was  more  than  one-tenth  higher  than  the  cor- 
responding cost  for  each  of  the  three  other  couipanies,  which  vary 
inappreciably  from  their  own  mean.  But  the  initial  disadvantage 
of  the  Consolidated  on  thie  account  was  still  greater  in  1912. 
Each  of  the  companies  for  which  the  comparison  can  be  made 
showed  an  increased  gross  unit  cost  in  1913,  but  the  increase  for 
tile  Consolidated,  0.13  cents,  compares  with  an  increase  of '0.25 
cents  for  the  Astoria  and  0.43  cents  for  the  Central  Union. 

The  increase  of  12.5  per  cent  in  the  net  unit  cost  for  the  three 
companies  combined  is  due  chiefly  to  the  change  in  the  Central 
Union  cost  from  — 0.43  of  a  cent  to  0.15.  The  negative  cost 
shown  in  1912  was  apparently  due  to  unusually  large  sales  of  coke 
for  which  it  received  an  average  of  21.18  cents  per  cwt.,  while 
the  other  companies  averaged  only  15.93  cents.  The  difference  in 
the  average  price  of  coke  and  breeze  bought  (14.79  cents)  and  that 
sold  (16.73  cents)  for  the  three  companies  combined  in  1913,  as 
shown  in  Table  X,  was  about  2  cents  per  cwt.,  and  in  1912,  3.4 
cents.  Since,  in  the  case  of  the  coke  bought,  the  transfer  is  entirely 
an  intercompany  matter  within  the  Consolidated  system,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  thle  price  paid  by  outside  purchasers  is  greater  by  some- 
what  more  than  2  cents  per  cwt.  The  difference  is  probably  due 
to  difference  in  quality. 

Owing  to  the  requirements  of  the  process,  there  can  be  no  large 
difference  in  the  quality  of  gas  coal  used  in  retorts.  The  company 
paying  the  highest  price  pays,  including  stock  expense,  about  10 
per  cent  more  per  cwt.  than  the  other  companies.  Excluding 
stock  expense,  the  average  gross  price  per  cwt,  paid  by  each  com- 
pany in  1913  was  as  follows :  Consolidated,  14.33  cents ;  Astoria, 
14.58  cents,  and  Central  Union,  14.62  cents.  There  are  unex- 
plained differences,  however,  in  both  the  quantity  and  value  of  the 
residuals. 

In  both  quantity  per  ton  of  coal  carbonized  and  unit  value  of 
by-products,  the  Consolidated  stood  between  the  Astoria  and  the 
Central  Union  as  regards  coke;  slightly  in  advance  of  both  com- 
panies as  r^ards  coal-gas  tar;  and  in  advance  of  both  as  to 
quantity  of  ammonia,  but  behind  as  to  its  value.     Rated  on  the 
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value  of  all  its  by-product  yields  per  M  gas  made,  the  Consolidated 
stood  between  the  Astoria  and  the  Central  Union  in  1913,  although 
below  both  in  1912.  Rated  on  the  value  of  its  by-products  per 
dollar's  worth  of  coal  carbonized,  when  stock  expense  is  included 
—  as  it  is  in  the  tables  —  the  Consolidated  stands  notably  below 
the  other  two  companiea.  The  stock-expense  element  appears  to 
account  for  this  situation. 

A  similar  comparison  made  in  the  Keport  of  this  Commission 
for  1910,  vol.  IV,  pp.  128  S,  showed  that  gas  coal  then  cost  the 
Consolidated  an  average  of  16.1  cents  per  cwt;  the  Astoria,  14.5 
cents ;  and  the  Central  Union,  15  cents.  The  differences  have  in- 
creased during  the  intervening  three  years,  two  companies  show- 
ing an  increase,  while  the  Central  Union  showed  an  insignificant 
decrease. 

Of  all  the  by-products  listed,  ammonium  sulphate  is  the  only 
one  that  shows  a  larger  production  per  pound  of  coal  carbonized 
in  1913  than  in  1912.  The  increase  in  the  value  of  all  by- 
products per  M  gas  made  from  28.11  to  28.91  was  almost  entirely 
due  to  the  increase  in  the  estimated  value  of  the  ammonium  sul- 
phate produced  by  the  Astoria.  Because  of  the  weight  of  this  ele- 
ment of  estimation,  detailed  discussion  of  the  figures  is  not  war- 
ranted. 

The  coke  used  as  fuel  under  retorts  is  returned  by  each  com- 
pany as  of  the  same  unit  value  for  each  as  in  1912,  but  the  de- 
crease in  the  relative  quantity  consumed  by  the  Central  Union,  for 
which  the  unit  value  is  highest,  reduced  the  combined  average  cost 
per  cwt.  by  0.01  cents.  As  regards  the  number  of  pounds  of  coke 
used  per  ton  of  coal  carbonized,  the  Consolidated  Gas  shows  a  de- 
crease of  28  per  cent  as  compared  with  1912,  while  the  Astoria 
shows  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  While  the  cost  of  coke  per  M  of 
gas  produced  was  about  twice  as  much  for  the  Astoria  as  for 
the  Consolidated,  it  was  nearly  7  times  as  much  for  the  New  York 
&  Richmond,  besides  a  further  expense  for  the  latter  company  for 
coal  used  under  the  retorts. 

Qenerator  fiiel. —  The  most  notable  change  in  ratios  for  the 
water-gas  process  for  1918  in  comparison  with  the  corresponding 
figures  for  1912  is  the  reduction  shown  by  the  Queens  Borough 
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from  43.1  lbs.  of  fuel  per  M  cu.  ft.  to  31.85  Iba.  Both  groas  and 
net  coet  of  fuel  per  M  Bubetautiallj  increased  for  ever;  compaBy 
reporting,  except  tlie  Astoria,  Central  Union  and  Queeoa  Borou^. 
It  is  remarkable  tbat  tbe  largest  producer,  the  Brooklyn  Union 
Gas,  abowed  a  net  increase  in  cost  from  4.88  to  5.23  cents  per  M. 
cu.  ft.  and  the  next  largest,  the  Consolidated  Oas  Company,  an  in- 
crease from  4.75  to  5.03  cents.  The  third  largest  in  eize,  tbe 
Astoria,  shows  a  decrease  from  3.96  to  3.22  cents.  The  Brooklyn 
Union  used  only  coal  in  both  years,  the  Coosolidated,  more  than 
94  per  cent  of  coal  in  1912  and  only  71  per  cent  in  1913,  and  the 
Astoria,  less  than  2  per  cent  in  1912  and  none  at  all  in  1913.  The 
next  largest  conaumer  of  cdie  as  generator  fuel,  after  the  Afitoria, 
was  the  Central  Union  in  1912,  and  the  Consolidated  in  1913. 
The  Central  Union  shows  a  decrease  of  0.18  cents  in  net  cost  of 
generator  fuel  per  M.  cu.  ft.  of  gas  produced  while  the  Kew 
Amsterdam  shows  an  increase  of  0.23  cents.  Therefore  the  Con- 
solidated, which  used  three  times  as  much  coke  in  1913  as  in 
1912,  and  the  New  Amsterdam,  which  used  five  times  as  mncfa, 
do  not  support  the  inference  which  might  be  drawn  irota  tbe  oUier 
figures,  namely,  that  some  new  element  in  the  situation,  peihaps 
the  increasing  price  of  coal,  has  given  cdie  a  decided  advantage 
as  generator  fuel. 

The  value  of  water-gas  tar  recovered  by  different  companies  per 
M  cu.  ft.  of  gas  made  shows  a  wider  range  in  1913  than  in  1912. 
The  range  in  1912  was  from  0.42  cents  for  the  Queens  Boron^ 
to  1.90  cents  for  the  Astoria.  In  1913  the  range  between  the  same 
companies,  which  again  represented  the  upper  and  lower  limits, 
was  from  0.31  to  2.48.  The  changes  in  yield  shown  by  the  differ- 
ent companies  are  in  both  directions.  But  all  the  companies  ex- 
cept the  Brocdilyn  Borough  show  a  considerably  higher  price  per 
unit  sold.  This  improvement  in  the  price  was  perhaps  due  to  the 
decreased  quantity  offered  for  sale.  The  increase  of  1,282,553 
gals,  in  Astoria  sales,  explained  by  the  fact  that  1913  was  the  first 
full  year  of  operation  of  its  new  water^s  plant,  was  much  more 
than  offset  by  the  decreased  sales  of  other  companies.  The  fnel 
value  of  the  tar  to  the  gas  companies  doubtless  contributes  much 
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to  holding  the  price  up.     The  majority  of  the  companies  use  prac- 
tically all  the  tar  they  make  as  fuel  under  boilers. 
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Boiler  fuel  and  other  costs  common  to  coal  and  water-gas. —  Tlie 
ratios  of  Table  10  should  be  interpreted  with  due  reference  to  the 
beating  value  of  a  given  weight  of  the  various  fuels  used.  The 
second  column  of  the  table  is  of  importance  as  showing  the  distri- 
bution of  fuel  by  kind. 
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Only  three  of  the  eompaiiies  ahow  a  higher  cost  for  boiler  fuel 
per  unit  of  output  in  1913  than  in  1912.  The  difFcrence  between 
njayimum  and  miDimmu  unit  costs  in  1913  and  1912,  respectively, 
was  exactly  the  aatne,  namely,  2.16  cents. 

Division  B  of  Table  10  shows  weight  and  cost  of  fuel  per  lil 
cu.  ft.  produced.  The  variation  is  of  course  largely  due  to  causes 
indicated  by  the  data  and  ratios  of  Division  A, 
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Ab  appears  in  Table  11,  the  increase  in  the  price  of  gas  oil  noted 
in  1912  continued  in  1913.  Four  of  the  companies  show  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  average  unit  cost  for  1!)13,  and  two  show  no 
change.  All  the  others  show  increases.  The  largest  increase  is 
that  for  the  Kings  County  Lighting,  namely,  from  2,91  to  4,18 
cents  per  gallon. 

There  is  a  considerable  variation  in  the  cost  of  oil  per  unit  of 
candle  power,  with  few  exceptions  in  the  direction  of  a  consider- 
able increase.  But  in  the  case  of  most  companies  the  number  of 
gallons  used  per  unit  of  illuminating  power  shows  a  tendency  to 
decrease. 

The  summary  of  net  unit  costs  to  manufacture  {Table  12)  con- 
nects the  figures  of  the  immediately  preceding  text  tables  with  the 
ratio  sections  of  general  Table  XXXV,  and  also  compares  the  final 
figures  of  net  cost  to  manufacture  with  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  nature  and  significance  of  the  data  were  subjects  of  comment 
in  the  1912  Report,  which  need  uot  be  repeated  here. 
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The  three  largest  companies  show  substantial  increases  in  unit 
cost  to  manufacture,  ranging  from  0.68  cents,  or  3  per  cent  in- 
crease,  for  the  Astoria  to  5.59  cents,  or  22  per  cent  increase,  for 
the  Brooklyn  Union,  Only  three  companies  show  a  decreaao  in 
cost,  viz.,  the  New  Amsterdam,  0.07  cents,  Queens  Borough,  20,61 
cents,  and  Bronx,  1.15  cents.  The  analysis  of  unit  costs  given  in 
Table  XXXV  (B),  Section  2,  shows  that  the  Brooklyn  Union 
increase  was  due  almost  wholly  to  the  greater  cost  of  water-gas  oil, 
while  the  Queens  Borough  decrease  was  due  to  a  large  reduction 
in  every  account  tabulated  in  1912,  but  chiefly  in  repairs  at  works, 
which  was  reduced  from  12.79  cents  to  1.51  cents. 

The  average  cost  for  all  companies  in  1913,  as  shown  in  Table 
XXXV,  was  27.03  cents,  an  increase  of  2.23  cents,  or  9  per  cent, 
over  1912,  and  2.7  cents,  or  11  per  cent,  over  1911.  FoUowii^  ia 
a  statement  showing  for  the  companies  specified  the  net  mantifao- 
turing  cost  as  computed  for  each  of  the  Ave  years  ending'  with 
1913. 
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Tlie  average  coat  for  all  companies  combined  for  each  ^ear  from 
1909  to  1013,  on  a  scale  of  100  for  the  year  1900,  was  as  follows: 
1909,  100;  1910,  96.2;  1911,  97.5;  1912,  99.4,  and  1913,  108.3. 
The  maximum  and  minimum  figures  are  for  1913  and  1910,  re- 
spectively, and  the  difference  between  these  two  years  is  12.1 
points. 

To  complete  the  presentation  of  operating  expenses  in  ratio 
form.  Table  14  gives  data  derived  from  Table  XXXV  showing 
total  revenue  deductions  on  a  unit-cost  basis.  These  ratios  are, 
of  course,  on  the  basis  of  units  sold.  Total  revenue  deductions 
per  M  for  all  companies  combined  increased  from  51.34  cents  in 
1912  to  52.83  cents  in  1913,  that  is,  1.49  cents.  The  correspond- 
ing increase  in  manufacturing  expenses  was  2.23  cents.  The  dif- 
ference is  more  than  accounted  for  by  a  decrease  of  1.33  cent» 
per  unit  in  expenses  for  transmission  and  distribution.

Statistical  Epitome  aad  Comparison 
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The  statistical  epitome  shows  a  large  increase  in  boiler  and 
engine  capacity,  and  also  in  turbo-units,  due  chiefly  to  the  in- 
clusion in  the  table  of  the  new  plant  of  the  United  Electric  Li^t 
&  Power,  located  at  201st  street  and  Ninth  avenue.  The  detailed 
changes  can  be  found  in  Table  XV.  The  percentage  increase  in 
meters  of  low  amperage  continues  to  be  much  higher  than  that 
for  any  other  class.  Prepayment  meters  are  rapidly  going  out  of 
use. 

The  operating  statistics  show  a  furtlier  large  decrease,  both 
absolute  and  relative,  in  the  consumption  of  anthracite  coal.  In 
1913  it  constituted  only  14.1  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  con- 
sumed, as  compared  with  23,4  per  cent  in  1912,  and  54.5  per 
cent  in  1911.  Most  of  the  decrease  in  1913  was  due  to  the  en- 
tire disuse  of  anthracite  coal  by  the  Waterside  plants  of  the  New 
York  Edison.  The  reasons  for  the  substitution  of  bituminous 
coal  for  anthracite  were  discussed  in  tJie  Annual  Beport  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  for  1912,  vol.  Ill,  page  69. 

The  total  current  generated  in  1913  increased  about  one-fourth 
over  1912,  while  the  total  capacity  of  the  generating  stations  in- 
creased about  one-eij^th,  A  large  part  of  this  difference,  how- 
ever, is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Third  Avenue  system  of  rail- 
ways was  supplied  by  the  New  York  Edison  for  the  entire  year 
1913  and  for  only  two  months  of  1912.  The  rate  of  increase  in  the 
amount  of  current  unaccounted  for  was  reduced  from  11.68  per 
cent  in  1912  to  6.38  in  1913,  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  24 
per  cent  in  the  amount  of  current  generated.  However,  as  re- 
gards the  current  supplied  to  the  Third  Avenue  railway  system, 
such  losses  are  not  an  affair  of  the  selling  company  but  of  the 
railway.  The'  large  contribution  hitherto  made  by  the  United 
Electric  Light  &  Power  to  the  total  of  losses  will  also  tend  to  h© 
reduced  by  its  operation  of  a  generating  station  within  the  terri- 
tory which  it  principally  supplies. 
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Of  the  ten  companies  listed  in  Table  15,  four  sbow  changes  in 
capacity  as  e<nupared  with  1!)]2.  These  chauges  are  as  follows: 
Xew  York  Edison,  decrease  of  8,500  in  turbo-uuita;  United  Elec- 
tric, new  installation  of  45,000  in  turbo-unita;  Kichmond  Light 
&  Kailroad,  increase  of  3,000  in  turbo-unita;  and  Flatbuah  Gas, 
increase  of  ^,V2;)  in  turbo-units  and  decrease  of  255  in  belt-con- 
nected generators.  The  total  capacity  for  all  the  companies  in- 
creased 42,370  kilowatts,  or  12.2  per  cent.  This  percentage  com- 
pares with  18.3  in  1912,  and  18.8  in  lt)Il.  The  decrease  in  the 
case  of  the  New  York  Edison  is  temporary,  the  withdrawals  being 
made  in  preparation  for  the  installation  of  larjier  generating  units. 
Of  the  increased  capacity  which  has  been  provided  during  the  four 
years,  1910-1913,  amounting  to  142,170  kilowatts,  131,625,  or 
92.6  per  cent,  was  in  turbo-units.  It  appears  that  the  direct-cur- 
rent capacity,  which  has  remained  unchanged  for  several  years, 
was  reduced  in  1913  by  40  kilowatts.  The  ratio  of  direct-current 
capacity  to  total  capacity  on  December  31,  1913,  was  only  2.6 
per  cent.

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The  new  ptant  of  the  United  Electric  contains  three  generators 
of  15,000  kilowatts  each.  According  to  the  Exed  capital  accounts 
of  the  company,  these  generators  coet,  if  completely  paid  for  beffire 
the  close  of  the  year,  $197,000  or  $4.38  per  kilowatt  There  ia 
aleo  a  credit  of  $51,000,  or  not  quite  $7  per  kilowatt,  for  one 
7,500-kilowatt  generator  retired  (installed  in  1907).  These 
figures  are  not  inclusive  of  the  steam  end  of  the  turbo-units.  If 
they  are  correct  they  indicate  remarkable  progress  recently  in 
electric-generating  techiiologj'.  ISut  the  new  generators  of  the 
United  Electric  are  by  no  means  of  the  largest  size,  and  do  not 
therefore  exhibit  the  completest  available  economy.  The  gener- 
ator retired  was  situated  at  one  of  the  Waterside  stations  of  the 
New  York  Edison.  According  to  the  statement  of  the  United 
Electric,  it  still  has  one  7,500  and  one  5,000  kilowatt  genprator 
at  these  stations.' 

Comparing  the  increase  in  capacity  by  companies,  during  the 
three  years  ending  in  1913,  it  appears  that  the  total  growth  has 
been  as  follows:  New  York  Edison,  90,050  kw.;  United  Electric, 
45,000;  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  of  Brooklyn,  15,6.50;  Rich- 
mond Light  &  Railroad,  8,000;  Queens  Borough  Gas  &  Electric, 
2,000;  riatbush  Gas,  3,245;  Bronx  Gas  &  Electric,  2,000.  Of 
the  total  three-vear  growth,  95  per  cent,  has  been  reported  by  the 
three  companies  now  belonging  to  the  Consolidated  system.  As 
to  rates  of  increase,  the  New  York  Edison  and  United  Electric 
ctmbined  show  81.4  per  cMit  for  the  three  years,  while  the  other 
eight  cconpaniee  combined  show  only  42.0  per  cent 

Load  Data 
All  electrical  companies  except  the  Richmond  Light  &  Railroad 
and  Bronx  Gas  &  Electric  show  increased  production  for  the  year 
1913,  All  except  three  —  the  Richmond  Light  &  Railroad,  Bow- 
ery Bay  and  Long  Acre  —  report  an  increase  in  connected  load, 
and  all  except  four  —  the  Richmond  Light  &  Railroad,  Bronx 
Gas  &  Electric,  Bowery  Bay  and  Long  Acre  —  an  increase  in 
•naxinium  load.  The  ratio  of  average  kilowatt  hours  generated 
per  hour  to  station  capacity  increased  for  the  three  very  large

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oompaniea,  and  also  for  the  Queeiu  Borougli.  All  except  the 
Broi^ljn  Edison,  Flatbush  Qaa,  Queens  Borough  and  Bronx  G«a  - 
&  Electric  show  an  increased  percentage  of  average  generation  to 
connected  load. 

All  companies  except  the  United  Electric,  Flatbush  Gas,  Queens 
Borough  and  Bronx  Gas  &  Electric  appear  to  have  improved  their 
load  factors.  The  computed  factors  for  all  conipanies  except  the 
Queens  Borough  and  the  Richmond  Light  &  Railroad  range  from 
28.00  to  38.16.  The  New  York  &  Queens,  which  has  had  the 
highest  factor  for  several  years,  is  in  19J3  displaced  by  the  Rich- 
mond Light  &  Railroad,  whose  railroad  department,  together 
with  its  Buramer-resort  demand,  gives  it  a  special  advantage.  But 
tbese  conditions  were  not  different  in  1913  from  what  they  have 
been  hitherto,  hence  the  increase  from  32.69  in  1912  to  16.31  in 
1913  calls  for  explanation.  The  peak  of  1912  occurred  pn  Au- 
gust 5th  from  9  to  10  P.  M.,  and  was  evidently  due  to  eummer- 
resort  service.  That  of  1913  occurred  on  December  23d  from 
S  to  6  P.  M.,  being  the  usual  winter  peak.  Since  the  current  sup- 
plied by  this  company  fell  off  somewhat  during  1913,  coinci- 
dently  with  the  failure  of  the  summer  demand  to  constitute  the 
peak,  for  no  cause  that  affects  the  lighting  companies  of  the  city 
generally,  the  result  is  very  likely  due  to  the  less  favorable  sit- 
uation of  the  aummer^reeort  business  on  Staten  Island  la  1913 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  But  the  summer  resorts  remain  a 
considerable  factor  in  giving  the  company  a  good  summer  load, 
both  by  their  direct  action  and  through  the  heavy  demand  made 
in  summer  upon  the  street  railways  of  the  island.  The  poor  load 
factor  of  the  Queens  Borough  Gas  &  Electric  is  due  to  a  not  un- 
related situation,  that  is,  the  special  summer  demand  strongly 
overbalances  the  normal  winter  peak.  The  load  factor  of  this 
company  waa  a  little  lower  in  1913  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
No  load  factor  is  computed  for  the  United  Electric  because  of 
the  brevity  of  the  period  during  which  it  operated  a  generating 
station  within  the  year. 
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The  New  York  Edison  is  the  major  company  of  the  electrical 
end  of  the  Consolidated  sjstem.  Its  interrelations  with  the  United 
Electric  and  the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric  are  not  merely 
financial,  but  also,  to  some  extent,  an  operating  matter.  It  is 
necessary  to  make  allowance  for  these  facts  in  coneidering  the 
load  factors  of  these  three  companies.  The  New  York  &  Queens 
Electric  has  for  some  time  been  oonapicuoug  for  its  good  load 
factor.     But  its  mach  improved  1913  figure  is  subject  to  qualifi- 
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cation,  as  computed  with  reference  to  current  generated,  because 
of  its  having  obtained  considerable  cuttent  from  the  New  i'ork 
Edieon  instead  of  from  its  own  plant.  The  United  Electric  load 
factor  was  not  affected  by  this  consideration  previous  to  1913, 
since  prior  to  that  year  it  purchased  all  current  and  reported  as 
its  maximum  load  ite  sub-station  peak,  the  resulting  ratio  beiug 
affected  somewhat  by  the  point  at  which  the  maximum  was  meas- 
ured, but  otherwise  comparable  with  the  ratios  for  other  com- 
panies. In  1913,  however,  the  load  factor  as  directly  calculated 
on  an  8,760  hour  basis  is  so  evidently  misrepreseiitative  that  it  is 
not  included  in  the  above  text  table.  Current  sold  and  supplied 
at  the  generating-station  switchboard  calls  for  no  allowance  in 
computing  the  load  factor  of  the  selling  company  under  ordinary 
circumstances. 

Excluding  low-tension  current  delivered  at  consumers' 
meters,  transfers  between  the  three  Coiisolidated  system  eom- 
paiiicci  have  been  as  follows :  1911,  from  the  New  York 
Edison  to  the  United  Electric,^  41,118,271  tw.  hrs..  and  to 
the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric,  137,700;  1912,  from  the  New 
York  Edison  to  the  United  Electric,'  47,959,397  tw.  hrs.,  and  to 
the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric,  442,100 ;  1913.  from  the  New 
York  Edison  to  the  United  Electric,'  53,723,720  kw.  hrs.;  fi-om 
the  United  Electric  to  the  New  York  Edison,  5,(i96.800.  and  from 
the  New  York  Edison  to  the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric,  726,- 
680.  In  addition,  the  New  York  Edison  sold  high-tension  cur- 
rent to  the  Third  Avenue  Railway  as  follows:  32,508,410  kw. 
hrs.  in  1912,  and  123,098,4(10  in  1913.  These  last  transactions 
are  chiefly  of  interest  because  of  the  character  of  their  incidence, 
where  they  do  not  pertain  to  the  full  year,  upon  the  terms  of  the 
load-factor  ratio,  and  in  relation  to  the  oomparieon  of  different 
companies  and  years.  But  it  is  evident  that,  in  1913,  these  three 
companies  of  the  Consolidated  systMu  made,  to  some  extent,  a 
joint  and  supplementary  use  of  each  other's  plants.  So  far  as 
possible  it  is  of  course  desirable  to  coniine  the  resulting  correc- 
tions needed  in  order  to  put  comparisons  on  a  correct  basis  to  the 
output  terra  of  the  load-factor  ratio.  But  it  is  sometimes  neces- 
sary also  to  correct  the  maximum.  The  elimination  of  the  Third 
Avenue  Railway  demand  is  also  of  interest  in  order  to  make  it  pos- 
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sible  to  carry  the  comparison  for  the  New  York  Edison  tlirough 
three  years  on  the  aame  basis. 

The  peak  loads  of  the  three  ccHnpantes  under  consideration  for 
the  yea.T  IdlS,  with  dates,  were  as  follows:  New  York  Edison, 
NoTOuber  5th,  211,663  kw.;  United  Electric,  December  30th, 
31,070;  New  York  &  Qneens  Electric,  December  10th,  7,000. 
IFor  the  month  of  December  the  New  York  Edison  peak  was  on 
the  8th  day  and  amounted  to  310,980  kw.  No  data  are  available 
£or  current  transferred  by  months.  But  the  operation  of  the  United 
Eleetrtc's  new  plant  was  begun  only  in  October,  and  it  was  ap- 
parently not  run  under  normal  continnoiis  toad  until  December, 
The  hi^-tension  current  sold  to  the  New  Yoik  Edison  was  thus 
withont  much  doubt  d^ivered  chieSy  during  the  peak  period  of 
Hw  latter  company  in  December.  Partly  on  this  account  the 
maximum  peak  of  the  latter  company  (practically  of  the  Water- 
aide  stations)  occurred  in  November.  But  another  reason  for 
this  peak  occurring  then  was  that  the  New  York  Edison  was  prob- 
ably on  that  day  taking  care  of  the  demand  upon  the  t'nited  Elec- 
tric as  well  as  that  from  consumers  directly  supplied  by  it  Hence, 
in  order  to  obtain  a  load  factor  for  the  entire  year  comparable 
with  that  for  the  New  York  Edison  for  tiie  previous  year,  these 
two  companiee  must  be  treated  as  one  electrical  system.  For  this 
purpose  it  is  necessary  to  estimate  their  combined  maximum. 

The  day  of  maximum  24-boar  output  for  each  of  these  com- 
panies was  December  23.  But  these  figures  for  the  New  York 
Edison  include  amounts  purchased  from  the  United  Electric.  On 
that  day  the  New  York  Edison  had  an  output  of  205,&dO  kw. 
hrs.  from  4  to  5.  P.  M.,  and  of  189,856  the  following  hour.  The 
United  Electric  had  a  load  of  21,750  kw.  hrs.  from  4  to  5  P.  M., 
and  30,000  from  5  to  6.  This  latter  figure  is  also  returned  for 
several  siicceeding  hours  on  the  day  named  and  similarly  on  the 
next  day.  The  4  to  5  P.  M.  figure,  it  appears,  includes  15,600 
kw.  hrs.  from  the  United  Electric.  The  maximum  load  figure  ia 
doubtless  taken  for  a  shorter  interval  —  though  the  reports  are  not 
specific  and  do  not  give  the  interval  as  they  should  —  and  it  must 
therefore  be  higher  than  the  net  sum  of  the  4  to  5  P.  It.  data, 
which  is  212,130.  In  1912  the  New  York  Edison  Company's 
maximum  was  210,813,  and  its  largest  output  per  hour  on  the 
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day  of  maximum  output  wae  196,822  kv.  hrs.  A  eimilar  ratio 
ma;  be  assumed  to  hold  for  1013.  On  this  basis  the  estimated 
combined  maximum  for  the  New  York  Edison  and  United  Elec- 
tric for  1913  is  228,369  kilowatts.  This  is  iuclusive  of  the  Third 
Avenue  Railway  load.  The  corresponding  kw.  hour  output  is  the 
eum  of  the  quantities  generated  by  the  New  York  Edison  and 
United  Electric  during  the  year,  or  685,947,046  kw.  hrs.  If  it 
is  desired,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  to  eliminate  the  Third 
Avenue  railway  demand  from  output  and  load,  123,098,460  should 
be  subtracted  from  the  amount  generated,  leaving  562,848,586  kw. 
hrs.,  and  about  21,500  from  the  maximum  load,  leaving  206,869 
kilowatts.  This  assumed  Third  Avenue  "  simultaneous  demand" 
bears  the  same  relation  to  the  corresponding  figure  for  1912  that 
the  kw.  hour  requirement  of  the  Third  Avenue  system  for  the 
fiscal  year  1914  bears  to  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  fiscal 
year  1913.  From  the  Third  Avenue  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
1914  it  appears  that  this  street  railway  company  paid  for  a  max- 
imum peak  of  28,200  kilowatts,  but  this  peak  was  doubtless  de- 
termined by  weather  conditions  occurring  in  January  or  February, 
1914,  which  is  the  season  of  the  year  when  a  street  railway  load 
is  most  likely  to  reach  its  maximum. 

According  to  the  above  calculations,  the  combined  load  factor 
of  the  New  York  Edison  and  United  Electric  for  1913,  including 
the  Third  Avenue  railway  load,  may  be  obtained  as  follows :

Eliminating  the  Third  Avemue  load,  the  ctnnparison  stands  tliua:

In  1911,  the  New  York  Edison  load  factor  was  29.82 ;  in  1912, 
with  the  Third  Avenue  load  included,  29.01,  and  as  estimated 
without  the  Third  Avenue  load,  30.55;  Jn  1913,  with  the  Third 
Avenue  load,  34.29,  and  without  it,  31.06.  These  figures,  as  is 
necessary  for  purposes  of  comparison,  include  the  business  of  the 
United  Electric.  The  effect  of  the  Third  Avenue  on  the  1912  load 
factor  was  unfavorable  because  it  contributed  in  full  to  the  peak 
while  it  was  supplied  by  the  New  York  Edison  during  only  two 
months  of  the  year.    The  effect  in  1913  is  the  normal  effect  of  a 
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street- railway  load.  The  direction  of  the  effect  of  the  acquisition 
of  a  streetrrailway  load  upon  au  electrical  company's  load  factor 
depends  upon  what  we  may  call  its  diversity  ratio,  that  is,  the  ra- 
lation  between  the  average  rate  at  which  energy  is  taken  during 
the  year  and  the  maximum  rate.  The  ratio  is  like  the  load  factor 
of  the  consumer,  but  with  his  simultaneous  demand  occupying 
the  place  of  his  maximum.  According  to  the  data  at  hand,  the 
load  factor  of  the  Third  Avenue  system  for  the  fiscal  year  1914 
was  55.88  per  cent.  Its  diversity  ratio  for  the  same  period,  on 
the  assimiption  of  its  demand  being  21,500  kilowatts  at  the  time 
of  the  New  York  Edison's  peak,  was  65.36  per  cent.  If  too  small 
a  railroad  load  has  been  assumed  for  the  time  of  the  New  York 
Edison  peak,  the  estimated  load  factor  for  the  electrical  company 
after  excluding  the  Third  Avenue  load  is  too  large.  The  similarly 
computed  30.55  per  cent  load  factor  of  the  New  York  Edison 
for  1912,  as  has  been  noted,  was  comparatively  low.  The  31.06 
per  cent  computed  for  1913  is  0,51  points  per  cent  higher,  and 
this  is  important ;  but  it  is  not  as  hi^  as  one  might  expect  for  a 
company  with  so  diversified  a  business  and  so  large  a  power  load. 
As  to  the  element  of  estimation  in  the  1913  figure,  at  the  crucial 
point,  that  is,  the  relation  between  the  demand  during  the  heav- 
iest hour  of  the  heaviest  day  and  the  maximum  demand,  the  fact 
that  the  relation  is  assumed  to  be  the  same  as  in  1912,  when  the 
load  factor  was  found  to  have  improved  considerably  over  that 
for  the  previous  year,  is  rather  mote  than  fair  to  the  company. 
The  maximum  peak  is  an  individual  tiling  and  liable  to  idiosyn- 
crasy in  any  particular  year ;  hence  inferences  from  two  or  three 
load  factors  must  be  subject  to  qualification,  though  according  to 
indications,  the  1912  idiosyncrasy,  which  carries  with  it  the  basis 
for  the  1913  load  factor,  was  rather  favorable  than  otherwise.  Pos- 
sibly, however,  it  should  not  be  inferred  that  the  general  business 
of  the  company  is  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  New  York 
£diBon  load  factor  to  correspond  to  the  favorable  situation  of  the 
company,  even  though  there  is  at  hand  a  vera  causa  to  explain 
such  a  possible  tendency,  namely  the  fact  that  the  company's  rates 
to  low-tension  consumers  generally,  including  the  largest  consum- 
ers, recogaize  no  other  basis  for  low  rates  than  quantity  taken, 
tW  providing  no  incentive  for  the  consumer  to  smooth  out  his 
own  use  or  to  keep  off  the  company's  peak. 
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Since,  as  appears  below,  tlie  current  supplied  to  the  New  York  it 
Queens  Electric  was  oS  the  peak,  it  would  be  correct  to  subtract 
the  amount  from  the  New  York  Edison's  output  in  computing  its 
load  factor.  Such  a  computation,  however,  changes  the  load  fao- 
lor  in  question  merely  from  31.06  to  31.02. 

The  cliange  iu  the  proportionate  importance  of  street-lighting 
and  atiueduct-eonstructiou  current,  both  of  which  are  classes  of 
bufiinefls  with  high  loud  factors,  can  be  isolated  and  some  allowance 
niude  for  it«  importance  in  relation  to  the  changing  load  factor. 
Both  classes  of  consumption  increased  considerably  in  absolute 
amount  as  between  1!>12  and  l'J13,  the  combined  figures  for  the 
New  York  Edison  and  United  Electric  being  for  aqueduct  aad 
tunnel  construction,  20,531,947  kw.  hre.  in  1912  and  38,194,013 
in  191.^,  and  for  street  lighting,  24,556,853  kw.  hrs.  in  1912  and 
26,5tJ4,.s54  in  1913.  But  the  other  business  of  the  two  cMnpaniee 
inci-eascd  at  about  the  same  rate,  so  that  these  two  classes  together 
accounted  for  8.39  per  cent  of  the  total  output  in  1912  and  only 
7.90  per  cent  in  1913,  or,  with  the  Third  Avenue  load  ewluded, 
for  8,76  per  cent  in  the  earlier  year  and  9.73  per  cent  in  the  later. 
This  slight  change  in  the  percentage  is  too  small  to  require  any 
corresponding  correction  in  the  load  factor. 

Jt  is  a  simple  matter  to  adjust  the  indicated  load  factor  of  the 
New  York  &  Queens  Electric.  After  adding  in  the  quantities 
bought  from  the  New  Y'ork  Edison,  the  quantity  supplied  was  20,- 
381,457  kw.  br.  in  1912  and  24,125,676  in  1913.  Corresponding 
maxima  were  6,500  and  7,000  kwa.,  respectively ;  and  the  adjusted 
load  factors,  35.70  for  1912  and  39.34  for  1913.  But  the  returns 
of  maxima  appear  to  be  approximate,  hence  not  too  much  import- 
ance should  be  attached  to  the  results.  As  regards  the  time  when 
the  power  purchased  was  received,  it  appears  from  the  data  for 
output  by  hours  for  maximum  and  minimum  weeks  for  this  com- 
pany that  the  station  is  shut  down  during  part  of  Sunday.  Cur- 
rent purchased  during  such  timee  would  account  for  the  larger 
part  of  the  quantity  in  question.  The  maximum  is  also  250  kilo- 
watts under  the  station  capacity.  From  these  facta  it  may  be  in- 
ferred that  the  purchasing  is  of  such  a  nature  that  it  has  no  etfect 
upon  the  maximum  load  of  either  company  concerned.  Since  it 
is  ofF-peak  business  for  the  New  York  Edison,  the  transaction 
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should  afFect  tlie  load  factor  of  that  company  favorably,  but,  as 
already  seen,  the  effect  is  alight. 

If,  as  is  usually  the  caee  with  an  electric  lighting  company  in 
tiiis  latitude,  the  peak  comes  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  annual 
load  factor  is  affected  by  the  rate  of  increase  of  huainees  daring  the 
year.  This  point  ie  not  taken  into  consideration  in  the  definition 
of  the  term  and  is  n^ligible  so  long  as  comparisons  are  made  be- 
tween companies  or  years  showing  Pmall  rates  of  growth  or,  if 
lai^,  such  88  do  not  greatly  differ  from  each  other.  Of  course 
sncli  treatment  assumes  nearly  continuous  and  uniform  growth 
within  the  year.  If  the  growth  is  the  result  of  ann^ation  of  new 
busiuesB  at  some  particular  time  during  the  year,  it  will  ordinarily 
be  necessary  to  compute  and  eliminate  its  effect,  as  has  been  done 
in  the  case  of  the  Third  Avenue  load  acquired  by  the  New  York 
£dison  in  1912.  Aside  from  such  elements  in  the  situation,  which 
are,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  conspicuous,  it  may  be  assumed  that 
the  increments  of  business  tending  to  increase  the  arerage  rate  of 
output  are  evenly  distributed  through  the  year.  In  relation  to 
these  regular  incremeuta,  the  average  rate  of  output  for  the  year 
represents  .conditions  at  the  middle  of  the  year.  The  maximum 
rate  of  output,  on  the  other  hand,  If  it  comes  at  practically  the 
end  of  the  year,  contains  the  full  effect  of  the  growth  of  business 
during  the  year.  It  matters  not  that  both  output  and  load  vary 
Bessonally:  the  needed  correction  of  the  maximum  has  no  relation 
to  summer  conditions.  In  the  case  of  a  maximum  occurring,  for 
example,  on  December  23d,  the  difference  in  time  between  the 
maximum  and  the  average  rate  of  output  for  the  year  amounts  to 
practically  half  a  year.  The  arithmetic  of  the  desired  correction 
involves  merely  reducing  the  increase  of  the  maximum  peaks  of  the 
two  years  to  be  compared  by  one-half  and  recomputing  the  load 
factors  vnth  the  changed  maximum.  Since  the  resulting  figures 
are  not  what  would  ordinarily  he  understood  by  the  term  load  fac- 
tor, they  should  be  used  only  for  the  comparisons  for  which  they 
are  computed. 

After  eliminating  the  amount  supplied  to  the  Third  Avenue 
roads  in  1912  and  1913,  the  kw.  hour  output  (including  the  United 
Electric  in  1913)  for  the  New  York  Edison  was  44.'>,313,902  in 
1911,  514,729,064  in  1912,  and  662,848,586  in  1913.     The  vari- 
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ous  maximum  peaks  involved  were:  153,1^9  kw.  on  Dec.  20, 
I&IO;  170,474  on  Dec.  21,  1911;  191,813  on  Dee.  23,  1912;  and 
206,869  on  Dec.  23,  1913.  These  peaks  should  be  set  back  to 
July  1,  therefore,  173  days  out  of  366  to  the  preceding  peak  in  the 
case  of  the  1911  peak,  175  out  of  368  in  1912,  and  175  out  of  365 
in  1913.  The  modified  peaks  thus  obtained  are  162,290  for  1911, 
181,665  for  1912,  and  199,650  for  1913.  The  modified  load  fac- 
tors for  these  years  as  corrected  for  difference  in  time  become 
31.32,  32.26  and  32.18,  respectively.  The  interest  in  the  result 
is  merely  comparative.  According  to  this  computation,  instead 
of  there  being  an  improvement  in  1913  over  1912  of  0.51  points 
per  cent,  there  was  a  loss  of  0.08  points.  The  gain  of  1912,  how- 
ever, is  increased  from  0.73  to  0.94  points. 

The  proportion  of  connected  load  described  as  lighting  and 
power,  respectively,  in  1913  is  shown  in  Table  17.  For  each  of 
the  major  companies  the  distribution  was  very  nearly  the  same 
as  in  1912,  and  the  same  sort  of  comment  on  the  general  situation 
applies  as  was  given  in  the  text  for  that  year.

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The  Brooklyn  Edison,  which  increased  ita  lighting  percentage 
from  54.6i3  to  55.75,  is  the  only  major  company  showing  as  large 
a  change  as  one  point  per  cent.  The  Consolidated  system  shows 
an  increase  in  the  Hating  percentage  of  0.48.  Decreases  in  the 
lighting  proportion  are  general  among  the  small  companies, 
amounting  to  8.68  points  per  cent  for  the  Queens  Borouj^,  7,44 
for  tlie  Bichmond  Light  &  Kailroad,  and  5.52  for  the  Bronx  Gas  & 
Electric.  There  is  no  traceable  connection  between  these  small 
changes  and  changes  in  the  load  factors. 

Load  Cnrrei 

The  data  of  Table  18  are  taken  directly  from  the  reports,  that 
is,  they  do  not  come  from  the  general  tables.  The  details  are  not 
on  a  sufficiently  good  basis  to  warrant  systematic  tabulation  for 
all  compaiiies,  but  are  of  enough  significance  to  make  their  pre- 
sentation desirable  in  the  case  of  a  few.  They  show  the  hourly 
variation  of  the  load  upon  the  electrical  companies  for  certain  sig- 
nificant periods. 
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The  importance  of  the  l-d&y  period  beginning  December  20, 
that  is,  Chriatmas  we^,  for  electrical  demand  is  evident.  The 
7  day*  in  question  do  not  necessarily  constitute  the  period  of 
maximiun  output,  but  the  period  having  the  maximum  day's  out- 
put at  the  center.  This  week  in  fact  includes  two  days  instead 
of  one  of  particularly  light  load,  that  is,  Christmas  day  as  well  as 
Sunday  is  included.  In  1913,  Christmas  day  came  on  Thursday, 
The  New  York  Edison's  output  the  preceding  Sunday  was  scarcely 
one-half  the  maximiun  output,  which  was  recorded  on  Tuesday, 
and  'Christmas  day's  output,  slightly  over  one-half.  The  output 
on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  varied  little.  In  the  case  of 
the  Edison  Company  of  Brooklyn,  the  relative  daily  range  of  out- 
put is  not  quite  so  large,  and  the  order  of  the  days,  in  magnitude 
of  output,  is  somewhat  different  The  same  is  true  in  the  case 
of  the  United  Electric. 

The  minimum  day  is  shown  by  the  New  York  Edison  as  the 
Sunday  following  Friday,  July  4th.  Vacation  absences  from  town 
and  lessened  commercial  and  industrial  activity,  as  well  as  the 
seoscm's  smaller  need  of  artificial  light,  are  doubtless  factors  in 
this  result. 

The  data  of  Table  18,  so  far  as  relating  to  the  largest  two  com- 
panies, are  plotted  in  Diagram  I,  which  is  the  same  in  character 
as  Diagram  III  of  the  1911  and  1912  reports.  The  point  plotted 
for  each  hour  is  the  average  kw.  rate  of  output  for  the  hour,  which 
amounts  to  the  same  as  the  kw.  hours  output.  The  data  for  the 
New  York  Edieon  are  represented  by  a  full  line  and  those  of  the 
Brooklyn  Edison  by  a  broken  line.  The  maximum  weeks  —  eoa- 
veniently  tbou^  not  quite  accurately  so-called  —  for  both  com- 
panies were  coincident,  Dec.  20th  to  Dec.  26th.  Dec.  20th  hap- 
p^ied  to  be  a  Saturday.  The  maximum  week,  therefore,  began 
on  a  Saturday  and  ended  on  a  Friday. 

The  horizontal  scale  represents  time.  On  the  horizontal  refer- 
ence line,  beginning  at  the  extreme  left,  seven  equal  distances  are 
laid  off  to  represent  the  maximum  week.  Each  day  of  the  week  is 
shown  together  with  its  corresponding  date,  the  upper  date  refer- 
ring to  the  New  York  Edison  and  the  lower  date  to  the  Brooklyn 
Edison.  Each  space  representing  a  day  is  again  subdivided  into 
24  equal  spaces,  one  for  each  hour.    The  twelve  spaces  in  the  left 
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hali  of  each  diumal  space  represent  the  twelve  ante-meridiaa,  and 
the  second  twelve  the  post-meridian  hours.  Ordinatee  are  drawn  in 
only  at  every  sixth  hour.  Althou^  the  reference  lines  thus  indi- 
cate only  6-hour  intervals,  the  curve  itaelf  shows  hourly  changea, 
and  the  reader  can  easily  ascertain  the  time  of  any  load.  The 
vertical  scale  represents  the  load  in  kw.  hra.  in  abecdute  numbers. 

On  the  first  ordinate  a  point  is  marked  that  indicates  the  load 
from  12  midni^t  to  1  a.  m.  Since  the  load  is  dealt  with  as  if 
constant  for  that  hour,  a  horizontal  line  is  drawn  from  the  12 
midnight  to  the  1  a.  u.  ordinate.  The  other  horizontal  sections  of 
the  curve  are  drawn  similarly,  after  determining  the  load  point 
for  each  hour.  The  segments  of  the  ordinates  intercepted  betwemi 
the  ending  of  the  one-hour  period  and  the  commencing  of  the  next 
are  drawn  as  prominently  as  the  horizontal  lines,  for  they  serve 
the  main  function  of  the  graph,  that  of  indicating  the  hourly  rise 
or  fall  in  the  load. 

The  minimum  week  for  the  New  York  Edison  was  from  July 
3  to  July  9  ;  for  the  Brooklyn  Edison,  from  May  8th  to  May  14th. 
Both  July  3d  and  May  &th  were  Thursdays.  Again  the  initial 
days  of  the  week  for  both  companies  coincide.  Only  five  new 
spaces  are  required,  since  the  Thursday  and  Friday  spaces  for  the 
maximum  week  can  be  utilized  for  the  first  two  days  of  the  mini- 
mum week. 

In  ten  out  of  the  twelve  day  spaces  there  are  two  curves  to  a 
space  and  no  oonfiiaion  is  possible.  In  the  two  spaces  representing 
Thursday  and  Friday  there  are  four  curves  in  each  space.  Con- 
fusion between  them  is  obviated  by  the  arrows  and  dates  accom- 
panying the  Thursday  and  Friday  curves  to  distinguish  them. 
Since  the  maximum  week  contains  Dec.  25th,  Christmas  day,  the 
load  for  July  3d,  a  day  in  the  minimum  week  for  the  New  York 
Edison  occurring  in  the  same  space,  exceeds  it  for  some  hours. 
The  same  situaticoi  holds  for  the  Brooklyn  Edison  curves,  the  load 
for  some  hours  of  May  8th  being  in  excess  of  the  load  for  the  same 
hours  on  Dec^nber  25th. 

Some  details  of  the  diagram  and  comparisons  made  possible  by 
it  are  worth  noting.  The  New  York  Edison's  winter  peak  hour 
was  from  5  to  6  p.  u.  on  5  of  the  7  days,  the  exceptions  being 
Sunday,  when  the  6  to  7  load  was  a  little  highw,  and  Thursday, 
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the  maxiinTim  day,  when  there  was  a  pronounced  peak  from  4 
to  5.  The  character  of  the  curve  indicates  clouds  and  storm  on 
that  day.  The  Brooklyn  Edison  is  similarly  affected.  Peak  times 
for  this  company  are  in  general  similar  to  those  for  the  'Sew  York 
Edison,  but  with  less  possibility  of  the  peak  being  thrown  back  into 
the  afternoon,  that  is,  before  5  p.  u.  This  difference  is  not  merely 
due  to  the  New  York  Edison's  having  a  larger  daylight  load,  for 
power  uses  in  particular,  but  doubtless  also  to  the  weight  of  the 
extra  demand  for  light  in  offices  and  stores  on  dark  afternoons. 
The  evening  load  of  the  New  York  Edison,  on  the  other  hand, 
appears  to  be  relatively  less  important 

The  conspicuous  feature  of  the  summer  curves  is  the  importance 
of  the  New  York  Edison's  daylight  load.  Only  on  Saturday, 
Sunday,  and  a  holiday  (July  4)  is  there  a  dominating  evening 
peak.  For  the  Brooklyn  Edison  there  is  a  pronounced  evening 
peak  every  day. 

Table  19  exhibits  in  the  form  of  relative  numbers  certain  of 
the  data  of  Table  18.  Both  7-day  and  5-day  averages,  and  corre- 
sponding per  cent  indices  of  variation  from  the  mean  of  the  period 
are  shown.  It  happens  that  the  5-day  period  in  these  cases  in< 
eludes  Christmas,  hence  the  results  are  not  entirely  comparable 
with  the  similar  figuree  for  1912,  but  they  are  compardjle  as  be- 
tween the  two  companies. 
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The  New  York  Edison  had  the  larger  relative  load  coiitinuously 
from  6  A.  M,  to  5  p.  m.  The  same  was  true  for  the  corresponding 
week  (beginniDg  December  15)  of  1912,'  The  recorded  range  of 
load  for  the  Brooklyn  company  based  on  the  full  week  was  134.31 
points  per  cent,  i,  e,,  from  52.40  of  the  average  at  4  a.  m.  to 
186.71  at  5  p.  M.  For  the  New  York  Edison  it  was  139.12  points, 
i.  e.,  from  39.12  at  3  a.  m.  to  178.24  at  5  p.  u.  In  1912  the  range 
for  the  latter  company  was  148.87  points,  i.  e.,  from  38.61  at  4 
A.  M.  to  187.48  at  5  p.  m.,  and  for  the  Brooklyn  company,  142.53 
points,  i.  e.,  from  51.64  at  4  a.  m.,  to  194.17  at  5  p.  m.  The  de- 
crease in  range  is  an  indication  of  improved  loading  conditions. 
Tho  points  excess  of  the  New  York  Edison  over  the  Brooklyn 
range  from  +30.06  at  noon  to  —34.83  at  8  p.  m.  In  1912  iho 
range  was  from  +32.00  at  4  p.  m.  to  — 34.08  at  9  p.  m. 
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By  using  the  5-day  average  instead  of  the  7-day  average,  the  per 
cent  range  in  the  hourly  average  is  increased  5.50  for  the  New 
York  (Kanpany,  and  6.00  points  for  the  Brooklyn  company.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  range  of  excess  of  the  New  York  over  the  Brooklyn 
company  is  reduced  from  64.89  points  to  63.69  points.  The  re- 
markable fact  about  this  range  of  excess  is  its  movement  from 
maximom  to  minimum  in  only  four  hours.  In  1912  it  was  five 
hours  for  both  the  5-day  and  7-day  averages.  The  New  York 
company  is  near  its  maximum  load  at  4  f.  a.,  when  the  Brooklyn 
company  has  little  more  than  three-fourths  its  maximum.  At  8 
p.   M.  these  conditions  are  reversed. 

The  analytical  presentation  of  load  data  is  can-ied  a  step  further 
in  Diagram  II,  The  data  are  taken  from  Table  18,  except  tha* 
thoBO  for  the  electrical  department  of  the  Flatbush  Qas  are  not 
there  given;  and  the  method  of  condensatioii  into  averages  and 
ratios  is  the  same  as  that  employed  in  Table  19,  except  that  care 
is  here  taken  to  exclude  holidays  in  deriving  the  averages  and 
ratios.  The  output  of  the  New  York  Ediaou  is  combined  with  that 
of  the  United  Electric  for  the  winter  week  of  1913,  owing  to  inter- 
change  of  power  between  them,  the  duplication  that  appears  in 
Table  18  being  thus,  of  course,  eliminated.  Prior  to  the  winter 
of  1913,  the  description  "  New  York  Edison  including  United 
Electric  ",  applies  to  the  New  York  Edison  output  figures,  since 
up  to  that  time  the  United  purchased  its  entire  supply  from  the 
former  associated  company.  It  is  not  thought  worth  while  to 
present  the  detailed  data  for  the  Flatbush  Gas. 

The  general  character  of  Diagram  II  is  indicated  by  its  title, 
"  Per  cent  index  load  curves."  The  relative  variation  of  the  load 
through  the  hours  of  the  day  is  shown  for  the  various  companies 
without  reference  to  the  magnitude  of  output  or  its  differences  be- 
tween companies  or  its  changes  from  year  to  year.  The  nature 
of  the  diagram  may  be  shown  to  advantage  by  way  of  comparison 
and  contrast  with  Diagram  I.  In  Diagram  I  variations  are  rep- 
resented by  absolute  numbers,  that  is,  so  many  kw.  hrs,  for  each 
hour;  in  Diagram  II,  by  relative  numbers.  In  Diagram  I,  the 
load  for  each  of  the  seven  days  of  the  maximum  and  minimum 
week  is  shown  separately ;  in  this  diagram  only  the  full  business 
^ys  of  the  maximum  and  minimum  week  are  considered,  and 
these  not  Beparately,  but  as  an  average.  ,-,  .

Tlie  per  cent  indices  are  determined  as  follows :  The  numbers 
of  kw.  lirs.  in  the  load  for  each  hour  for  the  four  or  five  business 
days  are  added  together,  giving  24  hourly  sums,  one  for  each  hour 
of  the  day.  From  these  a  mean  hourly  sum  is  obtained,  which  is 
the  base.  The  index  for  each  hour  is  obtained  by  dividing  the 
respective  hourly  sum  by  this  mean.  This  is  done  for  both  die 
maximum  and  minimum  weeks,  thus  giving  two  series  of  ratios, 
one  for  the  winter  week  and  one  for  the  summer  week. 

The  series  of  ratios  for  each  company  for  the  week,  including 
the  mazimum  day,  is  shown  in  the  upper  part  of  the  diagram,  and 
the  series  for  the  week  including  the  minimum  day,  in  the  lower 
part.  For  each  set  of  ratios  the  mean  hourly  sum  is  taken  as  100 
per  cent,  and  in  the  diagrams,  forms  the  axis  for  the  winter  and 
summer  week,  respectively.  Those  two  axes  are  spaced  a  con- 
venient distance  apart.  The  scale  to  the  left  refers  to  the  axis  for 
the  summer  week,  and  the  scale  to  the  right,  to  the  axis  for  the 
winter  week.  In  the  horizontal  scale,  each  unit  represents  one 
hour.  Instead,  however,  of  drawing  ordinates  at  the  banning 
and  end  of  each  hour,  these  limits  are  indicated  by  dashes,  and  the 
ordinates  drawn  in  are  midway  between  them.  This  is  done  be- 
cause the  index  for  each  hour  represents  the  relative  load  for  the 
whole  hour,  hence  plotting  this  index  at  the  middle  ordinate  is 
equivalent  to  indicating  the  average  load  for  the  hour.  The  hori- 
zontal scale  differentiates  clearly  where  tie  hour  intervals  begin. 

For  each  company  or  group  of  companies  two  curves  are  shown, 
one  for  the  maximum  week  and  one  for  the  minimum  week  of  the 
year  1913.  •Curves  for  the  same  company  are  shown  by  the  same 
kind  of  line.  A  full  line  for  any  curve  has  been  purposely  avoided 
in  order  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  over-emphasizing  a  particu- 
lar company.  In  the  case  of  the  New  York  Edison  tbe  winter 
curve  for  the  year  1911  is  also  shown  in  order  to  enable  the  reader 
to  compare  the  winter  loads  of  this  important  company  after  a 
lapse  of  two  years,  during  which  this  company  took  over  the  elec- 
trical supply  of  the  Third  Avenue  Hallway  system.  The  three 
curves  of  the  New  York  Edison  are  represented  by  the  same  kind 
of  line,  but  the  points  of  the  line  for  the  year  1911  are  surrounded 
by  small  circles.  To  differentiate  the  curves  and  reduce  the  con- 
fusion in  following  them  where  several  intersect,  each  curve  is 
lettered. 
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TKs  moBt  aignificant  feature  of  the  diagram  is  the  improvement 
of  the  New  York  Edison's  winter  diurnal  load  curve  between  1911 
and  1&13.  This  may  without  hesitation  be  attributed  chiefly,  if 
not  wholly,  to  the  accession  of  the  Third  Avenue  liailway  load. 
The  effect  upon  the  relative  peak  is  marked.  The  dayli^t  load 
is  also  improved.  Domestic  lighting,  on  the  other  hand,  becomes 
more  definitely  off  the  peak.  The  relative  load  for  several  fore- 
noon hours  is  bdow  the  evening  load  from  8  to  9,  but  slightly 
above  that  from  9  to  10,  The  afternoon  load  from  2  to  1  is  slightly 
above  the  general  level  of  the  evening  load  from  8  to  10.  If,  as  is 
likely,  the  afternoon  average  is  raised  by  heavy  extra  demands  for 
light  on  dark  days,  while  the  evening  demand  is  regular  and  nearly 
cooetant,  the  afternoon  load  in  question  is  a  more  costly  affair 
than  is  the  evening  load. 

The  curves  for  both  the  Brooklyn  Edison  and  the  Flatbush  Qaa 
are  characteristically  different  from  that  for  the  New  York  Edison, 
the  Brooklyn  Edison  curve  being  intermediate  in  character  be- 
tween the  other  two.  This  applies  for  both  winter  and  eunuuer 
conditions.  The  Flatbuah  Qw  has  about  the  kind  of  business, 
mostly  lighting  (including  a  large  proportion  of  -  street-lighting) 
that  electrical  companies  generally  had  some  twenty  years  ago.  In 
winter  it  has  a  blunt  or  rounded  evening  peak  beginning  before  5 
and  keeping  above  or  near  to  that  level  till  9.  In  summer  the 
late  evening  demand  is  the  same,  but  the  peak  does  not  b^n  till 
8  o'clock,  hence  it  is  relatively  much  sharper,  presenting  an  extra* 
ordinarily  steep  and  high  rise.  This  situation  also  accounts  for 
the  relatively  greater  importance  of  street-lighting  for  this  com- 
pany in  summer.  The  intermediate  curves  of  the  Brooklyn  Edi- 
son are  more  nearly  like  those  of  the  New  York  Edison,  but  with 
a  less  important  daylight  load  and  with  an  evening  peak  affected 
considerably  in  winter  by  the  overlapping  of  power  and  lighting 
demands  in  the  latter  part  of  the  afternoon. 

The  diurnal  variation  of  the  week-day  load  of  the  New  York 
Edison  in  smnmer  is  remarkable  for  the  absence  of  any  predomi- 
nating peak.  The  evening  load  between  8  and  9  is  a  little  higher 
than  the  afternoon  load,  and  that  again  a  little  higher  than  the 
forenoon  load.  But  the  difference  between  forenoon  and  evening 
ia  smaller  than  the  drop  in  demand  at  the  noon  hour,  and  of  course 
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much  amaller  than  the  valley  at  6  p.  m.  The  load  is  perhaps  best 
described  as  about  the  Bame,  and  fluctuating  rather  than  increas- 
ing, from  8  A.  M.  to  10  p.  m.  This  la,  of  course,  for  week-da;  and 
full  work-day  conditions  only.  The  New  York  Edison's  peak  is 
about  47  per  cent  above  its  mean  load  for  these  summer  days. 
The  corresponding  figure  for  the  Brooklyn  Edison  is  98  per  cent, 
and  for  the  Flatbush  Gas,  181  per  cent.  All  three  of  these  sum- 
mer peaks  occur  at  the  hour  8  to  9  p.  m. 


Siipoaitioii  of  Electric  Energy  Generated 

Tables  SO  and  21,  showing,  respectively,  the  disposition  of  all 

electric  energy  generated  and  the  quantities  transferred  by  way  of 

inter-company  sales,  are  of  the  usual  form. 
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Aside  from  the  great  changes  in  the  United  Electric  figures,  due 
to  the  beginaiiig  of  operation  of  its  own  plant,  the  conspicuous 
feature  of  Table  20  is  the  decrease  in  current  lost  and  unaccounted 
for.  The  four  years  190&-1912  showed  a  decrease  in  this  item 
from  27.12  per  cent  to  25.08  per  cent,  or  2.04  points.  The  single 
year  1913  showed  a  further  decrease  to  21.50  per  cent,  or  3.58 
points.  This  continued  reduction  in  energy  lost  or  wasted,  which 
is  to  a  considerable  extent  absolutely  destructive  through  electro- 
lysis, must  be  gratifying  to  all  citizens  as  well  as  to  the  atockhold-  • 
era  of  the  companies.  Every  company  in  the  district,  except  the 
Long  Acre,  shows  some  reduction  in  waste.  On  the  basis  of 
0.537  cents  per  kw.  hr.,  the  material  and  labor  cost  of  produc- 
ing the  current  lost  in  1913  was  somewhat  over  $1,()U0,0UU.  Part 
of  this,  however,  is  a  necessary  cost  of  transportation  between  pro- 
ducer and  consumer  that  must  be  met  in  one  form  or  another. 
Moreover,  the  two  points  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this  para- 
graph are  not  unrelated.  A  considerable  saving  in  transmission 
losses  is  effected  by  the  nearness  of  the  new  United  Electric  plant 
to  the  great  majority  of  its  consumers.  Not  only  on  its  own  sales 
at  the  northerly  end  of  the  island  is  there  such  a  saving,  but  also 
as  regards  consumers  of  the  New  York  Edison  in  The  Bronx,  who 
were  in  large  part  supplied  from  this  station  towards  the  close  of 
the  year.  For  the  same  reason  a  still  further  reduction  in  losses 
may  he  expected  for  1914,  when  the  United  Electric  plant  will 
have  been  in  operation  throu^out  the  year.  Moreover,  important 
current  losses  on  sales  to  the  Third  Avenue  railways  are  borne  by 
the  latter. 
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Sales  of  electricity  hy  public-service  corporations  to  one  another 
as  given  in  Table  21  show  a  very  large  increase  over  corresponding 
fignres  for  1912.  Thie  is  due  to  an  increase  In  the  sales  to  rail- 
road companies,  which  do  not  involve  a  duplication  in  the  total  of 
revenues  and  expenses  for  companies  whose  statistics  make  up  this 
volume,  though  they  do  complicate  the  situation  one  would  have 
to  deal  with  in  compiling  totals  for  all  New  York  City  publit^- 
service  corporations.  The  sales  of  the  New  York  Edison  to  the 
Third  Avenue  Railway  account  for  most  of  this  increase,  the  1912 
figure  for  this  quantity  pertaining  to  two  months  only  white  that 
for  1913  relates  to  the  entire  year.  The  railroad  sales  of  the  Edi- 
son Electric  Illuminating  also  increased  927,300  fcw.  The  pur- 
chase of  power  by  great  railroad  companies  is  an  example  of  the 
tendency  to  specialization  by  which  the  electrical  end  of  the  street- 
railway  busings  passes  to  companies  concerned  entirely  with  the 
genei'ation  and  distribution  of  this  form  of  energy.  But  there  is 
a  special  argument  for  concentration  of  electricity  supply  owing 
to  the  better  load  factor  obtainable  by  combining  the  street-railway 
with  other  sorts  of  demand. 

Liorease  in  Eleotrio  Enei^  Consomed 
Table  22  shows  the  composition  of  the  quantity  of  current  sup- 
plied to  consumers.  Included  among  private  consumers  are  the 
railroad  companies  that  purchase  of  the  electrical  companies,  the 
increasing  importance  of  whose  share  in  the  total  supply  there  has 
already  been  occasion  to  mention.  The  changes  in  t^e  proportions 
from  year  to  year  are  not  marked.  In  general  it  appears  that 
consumption  by  the  municipality  has  grown  more  rapidly  than 
private  consumption  until  the  last  two  or  three  years.  But  the 
amount  of  current  supplied  to  the  Third  Avenue  Railway  is  a  very 
important  new  factor  in  the  situation,  both  in  1912  and  1913. 
There  was  an  absolute  increase  of  about  3,900,000  kw.  hrs.,  or  5.8 
per  cent,  in  the  quantity  supplied  to  the  city  in  1913. 

The  chief  use  of  Table  22,  however,  is  to  show  to  some  extent 
the  character  of  Uie  consumers  supplied  by  each  company.  The 
importance  of  street  lighting  for  the  smaller,  and  its  comparative 
unimportance  for  the  larger  companies  is  especially  noteworUiy.

On  comparing  the  data  for  consumption  by  boroughs  in  IdlS 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1912  as  given  in  Table  23,  it 
appears  that  there  was  an  increase  for  each  of  the  five  boroughs. 
Contrary  to  what  one  would  expect,  the  per  cent  increase  as  well 
as  the  absolute  growth  is  greatest  in  the  oldest  boroughs,  which  are 
also  the  most  densely  populated.  But  the  position  and  develop- 
ment of  the  New  York  Edison  Company  explains  most  of  this 
peculiarity.  The  nature  of  the  situation  as  regards  this  matter 
is  shown  in  Table  24.

Since  1910  the  New  York  Edison's  supply  to  conaumere  has  con- 
stituted a  slowly  but  continually  increasiug  percentage  of  the  city's 
total.  The  growth  of  the  New  York  Edison  in  both  1912  and 
1913  wae  due,  however,  largely  to  die  Third  Avenue  Kailway  con- 
tract Exclusive  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railway  business,  Table 
31  shows  that  the  New  York  Edison  percentage  of  growth  has  ex- 
ceeded that  of  the  other  electric  companies  combined  only  in  the 
year  1911.  For  all  companies  combined,  the  rate  of  growtii  has 
increased  every  year  from  1908  to  1913.  The  average  of  the 
annual  rates  is  16  per  cent. 

The  three  companies  that  stand  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  when 
ranked  according  to  output — the  Bronx  Gas  &  Electric,  the 
Bowery  Bay,  and  the  Long  Acre  —  also  stand  at  the  bottom  when 
ranked  according  to  percentage  of  growth  in  1913  (as  shown  in 
Table  23)  ;  and  the  two  lowest,  which  suffered  an  actual  decrease 
in  output  in  1913,  had  the  smallest  rate  of  increase,  with  one  ex- 
ception, for  the  5-year  period  ending  with  the  year  named.

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Parts  A  and  B  of  the  above  Financial  Summary  are  subatau- 
tiallj  upon  the  same  basis  as  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1912,  al- 
though several  slight  changes  in  detail  have  been  made,  which  are 
explained  in  footnotes.  These  changes  are  intended  principally 
to  make  a  clear  distinction  between  "  Intercompany  purchases  and 
sales  "  and  "  MiscellaneouB  revenues."  Both  of  these  items  are 
subtracted  from  revenues  and  expenses  to  obtain  the  net  figures, 
but  they  are  not  otherwise  similar.  The  former  is  restricted  to 
transactions  between  the  reporting  companies,  and  as  now  made  up 
represents  the  amount  of  duplication  in  operating  revenues  and 
expenses  by  reason  of  transfers  to  or  between  city  companies. 
Revenues,  even  from  an  associated  or  a  reporting  company,  that 
do  not  have  the  effect  of  duplicating  operating  expenses  in  the 
accounts  of  companies  whose  returns  are  tabulated  are  now  entered 
for  deduction  as  "  Miscellaneous  revenues  "  (Cf.  footnotes  7  to  11 
on  pages  81  and  82  of  the  Summary).  Therefore,  by  subtracting 
from  operating  expenses  the  "  Intercompany  purchases  and  sales," 
net  figures  are  obtainable  free  from  all  duplications  arising  from 
intercompany  transactions  that  can  be  identified  in  the  returns. 
This  is  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  "  consolidated "  figures  for  the 
city  companies.  Differences  between  amounts  returned  by  pur- 
chasing  companies    as   expenses,    and   by   selling   companies   as

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revenues,  are  allowed  to  inflate  or  reduce  operating  revenues  in 
the  case  of  the  electrical  companies.  The  expenses  as  ao  adjusted 
represent  the  cost  of  the  lighting  enterprise,  including  the  cost 
of  manufacturing  residuals  and  such  charges  applicable  to  jobbing 
or  appliances  as  are  not  set  against  the  revenues  therefrom. 

The  deduction  of  "  Miscellaneous  revenues,"  on  the  other  hand, 
18  a  statistical  adjustment  designed  to  help  towards  showing  the 
cost  of  the  lighting  service  as  it  would  naturally  be  viewed,  for 
example,  by  a  regulating  body.  For  such  an  economic  or  eco- 
nomico^tatistical  purpose,  gains  from  by-products  recovered  or  in- 
cidental serriceB  rendered  in  connection  with  gas  or  electricity 
supply  should  be  applied  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  main  service, 
irtiioh  is  the  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  enterprise.  Some- 
times such  by-products  are  unimportant  Gas  supply,  however, 
affords  a  striking  illustration  of  the  necessity  of  taking  account  of 
by-product  revenues  before  attempting  to  compare  costs,  for  coal- 
gas  by-products  have  a  value  tme-half,  or  more  than  one-half,  as 
great  as  the  direct  cost  of  producing  gas  and  residuals.  The 
ccHnmercial  exploitation  of  by-products  of  water-gas  manufacture, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  comparatively  unimportant.  Jobbing 
revenue,  sales  of  appliancee,  etc.,  especially  where  the  company 
may  employ  the  subsidiary  service  as  a  moans  of  promoting  sales 
of  its  main  product  instead  of  as  a  source  of  direct  profit,  hare 
a  similar  economic  significance  with  revenues  from  coal-tar  sales. 
Sales  of  gas  or  electricity  to  companies  outside  the  city  do  not 
lend  themselves  to  such  classification  so  well,  but  they  belong  here 
rather  than  among  duplicate  items. 

In  the  electrical  companies'  returns,  duplications  due  to  inter- 
corporate transfers  are  minor  in  amount.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that,  although  power  transferred  by  the  Richmond  Li^t  &  Rail- 
road to  the  railroad  department  was  less  than  in  1912,  the  amount 
charged  in  1912  was  $71,576.75  and  in  1913,  $126,656.36.  The 
e^lanation  offered  by  the  company  is  t^at  depreciation  on  the 
lifting  department  production  facilities  is  included  in  the  charge 
this  year,  whereas  heretofore  an  apportionment  of  direct  expense 
only  was  transferred. 

As  regards  the  intercompany  transactions  of  the  city  gas  com- 
panies of  the  Consolidated  system,  the  situation  in  1913  differs 
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somewhat  from  that  in  previous  years.  The  transfers  betweoi 
these  companies  prior  to  1913  fall  into  three  classes:  (1)  trans- 
fers under  agency  agreements;*  (2)  transfers  at  the  rate  of  80 
cents  per  M  cubic  feet  with  an  allowance  of  SO  cents  for  distribu- 
tion costs,  and  (3)  miscellaneous  transfers,  including  sales  of  the 
Astoria  to  the  Consolidated  at  cost  plus  a  return  upon  the  invest- 
ment and  transfers  which  are  occasional  or  in  respect  of  which  the 
basis  for  the  price  is  not  stated,  as  for  instance  the  sale  by  the  Con- 
solidated to  the  Central  Union  in  1912.  During  the  year  1913  a 
further  complication  was  effected  by  the  introduction  of  a  series 
of  "  joint-facility  "  charges.  The  charges  were  made  or  accepted 
upon  resolution  of  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  the  companies  af- 
fected, and  the  resolutions  constituted  practically  a  new  and  retro- 
active set  of  agreements  effective  as  of  the  latter  part  of  1911. 

Under  the  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  joint-facilitj  accounts 
are  prescribed  "  when  any  corporation  engages  in  gas  operations 
for  the  production  of  some  of  its  product  for  the  benefit  of  another 
or  others,  under  an  arrangement  for  apportioning  the  e^ipense  upon 
the  basis  of  the  relative  amounts  of  benefit  to  the  several  partici- 
pants." The  Consolidated  system  companies  reported  that  the 
charges  made  by  them  were  based  upon  the  investment  in  the  facil- 
ities plus  the  cost  of  maintenance,  repairs,  contingencies,  taxes, 
insurance,  etc.^  While  the  estimated  investment  is  stated,  infor- 
mation is  lacking  as  to  the  rate  or  amount  of  return  based  thereon, 
or  as  to  the  amounts  charged  for  each  of  the  other  elements  or  the 
basis  for  determining  such  amounts. 

Charges  which  are  applicable  to  joint  distribution-plant  facili- 
ties supplement  rather  than  modify  the  previous  arrangements, 
and  as  to  these  items  the  General  Tables,  together  with  the  ab- 
stracts of  the  returns  of  the  individual  companies  in  Part  III  of 
this  volume,  present  the  facts  in  sufficient  detail.  There  are,  how- 
ever, charges  for  manufacturing-plant  facilities  and  these  should 
be  considered  in  their  relation  to  the  agency  agreements.

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Under  the  agency  agreonent  with  the  New  Amaterdam,  the 
Consolidated  was  obligated  to  pay  "  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per 

cent  per  annum upon  the  amounts  expended  by  the  New 

Amsterdam  Gas  Company  in  making  additions  to  its  Kavenswood 

Works for  the  purpose  of  increasing  or  facilitating  the 

manufacture  of  gaa."  The  1913  reports  of  the  companies  in  ques- 
tion indicate  that  refunds  have  been  made  by  the  New  Ametei^ 
dam  to  the  Consolidated  for  the  interest  paid  which  was  appli- 
cable to  the  period  enhsequmt  to  November  22,  1911.  Co-in- 
cidentally  the  New  Amsterdam  made  charges  to  the  Central 
Union  (partly  affecting  the  surplus  accounts  of  botli  companies) 
for  the  alleged  reason  that  "  since  November  22,  1911,  the  Central 
Union  Gas  Company  has  been  dependent  upon  the  New  Amster- 
dam Gas  Company  for  such  plant  capacity    as    was    necessary 

""     This  statement  and  the  charge  which  it  explains  are 

slightly  peculiar  because,  in  1911  and  1912,  the  Central  Union 
purchased  gas  from  the  Consolidated  and  received  none  from  the 
New  Amsterdam.  Furthermore,  whereas  in  every  previous  year 
for  which  reports  have  been  made  to  this  Commission,  the  New 
Amsterdam  has  transferred  gas  to  the  Consolidated  under  agency 
agreement,  in  1913  sales  were  made  by  the  Consolidated  to  the 
New  Amsterdam  on  what  appears  to  be  the  agency  basis,  al- 
though the  original  agreement  did  not  provide  for  reciprocal  ex- 
changes. In  1913  the  New  Aonsterdam  (instead  of  the  Consoli- 
dated) supplied  gas  to  the  Central  Union  on  what  seems  to  be  the 
agency  basis  —  although  there  was  no  agency  agreement  between 
the  companies — except  that  $161,320  for  "carrying  charges  on 
manufacturing  plant "  was  billed  in  addition  to  the  direct  price 
of  gaa.  These  facts  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  Conaolidated 
was  in  prior  years  the  intermediary  through  which  the  New 
Amsterdam  transferred  gas  to  the  Central  Union,  but  that  here- 
after the  transaction  may  be  expected  to  be  direct  as  it  is  in  1913. 
Further,  it  would  seem  that  the  Consolidated  has  shifted  from  it- 
self the  payment  of  interest  on  the  New  Amsterdam's  construc- 
tion expenditures,  and  that  the  latter  company  has  benefited  by 
burdening  the  Central  Union  with  what  now  is,  and  seems  likely 
to  remain,  a  much  lai^r  item. 
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The  agency  agreement  between  the  Norttern  Fnion  and  Cen- 
tral Union  ia  in  effect  amended  by  the  joint-facility  arrange- 
ments, and  gas  is  now  transferred  at  a  higher  price  than  was  in- 
tended in  the  original  agreement.  The  latter  company  charged 
to  the  former  a  proportion  of  the  charge  for  New  Amsterdam's 
manufacturing  plant  and  also  $70,697.40  for  carrying  charges  on 
its  own  manufacturing  plant  Ohargea  were  made  through  sur- 
plus for  the  period  from  November  22,  1911,  to  January  1,  1913. 
All  of  the  charges  are  based  on  the  Northern  Union's  proportion 
of  the  combined  sales  of  the  two  companies. 

While  it  ia  proper  —  so  long  as  the  legal  fiction  of  separate  en- 
tities is  maintained  and  revenues  are  segregated  accordingly  — 
to  attempt  allocation  of  costs  as  between  companies,  the  situation 
ia  unduly  complicated  by  intricate  bookkeeping;  and  confusion 
(probably  unintentional)  is  created  because  both  companies  con- 
cerned in  a  transaction  do  not  always  interpret  it  in  the  same 
manner.  It  might  be  expected  that,  with  all  of  the  companies 
under  one  control,  uniformity  would  bo  easily  attainable,  but  it 
is  probably  true  that  no  great  effort  is  made  to  achieve  this  resnlt, 
since  it  would  be  easy,  by  the  adoption  of  a  rule  that  entries 
affecting  two  coinponiea  should  be  made  simultaneoualy  on  the 
books  of  each,  to  obviate  the  difficulty.  Such  a  rule  would  be  in 
accordance  with  the  practice  of  many  inter-corporate  systems 
similarly  circumstanced. 

Part  C  of  the  Financial  Summary  has  been  made  up  this  year 
upon  a  different  basis  from  heretofore.  In  previous  years,  the 
book  value  of  security  holdings  included  in  investments  and  the 
par  value  of  holdings  included  in  fixed  capital  *  were  deducted 
from  the  gross  or  nominal  capitalization.  As  pointed  out  in  the 
Annual  Keports  for  1910  and  1911,  the  object  was  to  arrive  at  a 
figure  pf  net  capitalization  applicable  to  the  industry.  The 
method  was  to  subtract  from  gross  capitalization  the  companies' 
valuation  of  security  holdings  according  to  the  theory  that  the 
capitalization,  or  outstanding  permanent  issues  of  evidences  of 
proprietary  or  creditor  rights,  ia  based  upon  and  corresponds  to 
permanent  investments,  either  in  the  fixed  capital  of  an  industrial

plant  or  iD  securities  and  other  investments  giving  title  to  a  share 
in  the  eanuDgs  of  other  enterprises.  There  ia  a  considerable 
element  of  assumption  underlying  this,  though  the  relations  as- 
sumed tend  to  be  true  in  the  average.  According  to  this  method 
it  ia  pOBsible  to  obtain  the  net  capitalization  (industrial)  of  any 
group  of  companies  r^ardless  of  financial  interrelations  with 
other  groups  —  as  for  example  that  of  the  electrical  companies  of 
New  York  Oity,  several  of  which,  including  the  New  York  Edi- 
son, are  controlled  by  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  —  or  even 
of  a  single  company. 

The  method  of  obtaining  net  capitalization  employed  in  1911 
and  1912  resulted  in  showing  the  capitalization  of  the  industry 
as  in  excees  of  the  capitalization  actually  outstanding  in  the 
hands  of  the  public,  because  securities  of  lighting  companies 
held  by  other  lighting  companies  were  entered  under  gross  capi- 
talization at  par  value  and  deducted  therefrom  at  book  value," 
thus  leaving  in  net  capitalization  the  admitted  excess  of  intercor- 
porate lighting  securities  over  the  amount  of  capitalization  issued 
(or  issuable)  to  the  public  by  the  holding  company.  In  other 
words,  the  capitalization  of  its  industrial  fixed  capital  by  the 
first  owning  corporation  is,  in  obtaining  the  industrial  net,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  system  net,  made  basic,  and  no  account  is 
taken  of  the  fact  that  its  controlling  company  admits  that  the 
issues  are  not  worth  par,  and  does,  or  would  on  occasion,  use 
them  as  collateral  for  derivative  issues  of  less  amount  than  their 
par.  Under  the  industrial-net  method,  deduction  for  intercoi^ 
porate  holdings  is  made  from  the  capitalization  of  the  company 
holding  the  securities,  not  from  liat  of  the  company  issuing  them. 
Where  one  has  to  deal  with  a  group  of  companies  including  both 
the  owning  and  the  issuing  company,  the  distinction  as  to  which 
company's  capitalization  is  subjected  to  deduction  loses  its  force, 
but  the  raiwnaie  of  the  deduction  would  still  be  the  fact  that 
such  holdingfl  to  some  extent  take  the  place  of  concrete  industrial 
capital  and  not  tlie  fact  that  they  are  held  by  another  corporation.

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It  is  because  the  deduction  on  account  of  security  holdings  is 
from  the  capitalization  of  the  corporation  holding  the  securities 
that  the  industrial-net  method  is  applicable  to  the  capitalization 
of  a  single  corporation.  It  may  be  well  to  add,  however,  that 
security  investments  and  industrial  undertakings  are  not  actually 
so  distinct  as  might  be  suppoeed  where  holding  companies  find  a 
multiplicity  of  corporations  so  convenient  that  they  undertake 
new  entarprises  through  new  corporations,  which  are  perhaps  also 
their  lessees,  and  evrai  sometimes  organize  departments  as 
separate  corporations. 

If,  of  the  existing  capitalization,  it  were  desired  to  determine 
the  amount  applicable  to  the  lighting  industry  in  New  York  City, 
it  would  bo  proper  to  deduct  not  only  holdings  of  lighting  enter- 
prises in  the  First  District,  but  also  the  book  value  of  Investments 
in  other  corporations,"  on  the  ground  that  the  capitalization  oi 
the  industry  is  to  that  extent  less.  This  would  involve  an  as- 
sumption that  book  values  correspond  to  cost  —  not  a  violent  as- 
sumption —  and  another  assumption  that  investments  are  paid 
for  solely  by  capital  issues  rather  than  from  reserves,  surplus 
earnings,  or  unfunded  debt  —  which  is  only  true  in  a  general 
way.  If  it  is  desired  to  obtain  such  an  indication  as  capitaliza- 
tion affords  of  the  extent  of  the  interest  of  the  particular  group 
of  investors  in  question  in  the  industry,  for  example,  the  lighting 
industry  in  the  First  District,  as  distinguished  from  their  out- 
side interests  represented  by  the  same  securities,  a  similar  de- 
duction should  be  made  from  net  capitalization  outstanding  in 
the  hands  of  the  public.  But  such  outside  interests  are  usually 
not  important  enough  to  require  consideration,  while  duplication 
of  capitalization  due  to  intra-aystera  holdings  must  receive  at- 
tention. As  regards  the  basic  assumption  made  for  the  purposes 
of  obtaining  an  industrial  net,  namely,  that  investments  are 
represented  in  capitalization  according  to  their  book  value,  it 
might  be  treated  as  subject  to  verification  and  qualification  and

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if,  for  example,  one  should  fiDd  that  certain  securities  are  held  in 
lieu  of  cash  and  merely  as  a  temporary  inveBtment  of  surptuB 
funds,  then  such  investments  do  not  need  to  be  deducted. 

According;  to  the  syston-uet  theory,  the  capitalization  of  the 
ultimate  holding  company  and  that  part  of  the  subsidiaries'  capi- 
talization not  held  within  the  system  are  alone  regarded  aa 
actually  existing  capitalization  applicable  to  lifting  or  other 
enterprises.  If  existing  securities  held  by  a  controlling  corpora- 
tion were  cancelled  by  merger  or  consolidation,  the  capitalization 
would  usually  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  equities  of  the  re- 
spective security  issues.  These  would  be  determined  by  the 
accumulated  surplus  or  (in  the  absence  of  regulation  by  public 
authority)  the  estimated  earning  power  of  the  respective  com- 
panies. The  readjustment  of  capitalization  should  be  expected 
to  affect  only  the  minority  holdings  not  in  the  hands  of  the  con- 
trolling company.  In  this  Summary',  these  minority  holdings  are 
set  up  at  par  in  the  net  capitalization  just  as  are  the  holding 
companies'  securities.  Although  in  either  case  the  actual  valua- 
ti<ni  may  be  greater  or  less  than  par,  it  is  the  present  capitaliza- 
tion of  the  industry  and  of  the  companies,  not  the  correctness  of 
the  actual  capitalization,  that  is  here  under  discussion. 

The  deduction  made  in  the  present  Summary  represents  the 
securities  of  the  reporting  companies  held  by  the  reporting  com- 
panies, so  that,  for  the  corporations  whose  returns  are  tabulated, 
the  net  capitalization  outstanding  in  the  hands  of  the  public  is 
the  resultant  figure.  Of  course  if  any  of  the  associated  com- 
panies which  are  not  engaged  in  the  lighting  business  own  securi- 
ties of  the  lighting  companies,  there  remains  a  poesible  duplica- 
tion. But,  except  as  noted  in  respect  of  the  Empire  City  Subway 
stock,  there  is  little  probability  that  such  ownership  exists  to  any 
appreciable  extent.  Hence  the  net  figure  of  the  Summary  is 
substantially  the  Bystem-net  for  the  various  groups  of  companies 
included. 

la  all  discnssions  of  capitalization  there  should  be  kept  in 
mind  a  fundamental  distinction  of  economics  between  the  cate- 
gories of  wealth  and  of  property.  Wealth  is  composed  of  things 
having  utility  that  are  scarce  enough  to  be  of  commercial  value. 
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Property,  on  the  other  hand,  is  primarily  &  l^al  right  or  claim 
to  the  usufruct  of  wealth.  Property  usually  reflects  wealth,  but, 
taken  in  a  quantitative  sense,  it  may  reflect  in  part  monopoly 
power,  the  buying  habits  of  the  community  (mercantile  good- 
will), well  or  ill-grounded  expectations  of  pr(Hnoter8  and  in- 
vestors, etc  Bonds  and  stocks  are  property;  the  wealth  that  is 
the  foundation  of  their  value  consists  of  the  concrete  appliances 
and  other  means  of  production  and  service,  title  to  the  profits 
from  the  exploitation  of  which  is  conveyed  by  tiie  securities. 
Put  the  quantity  of  property  as  valued  by  the  market  in  money  is 
subject  to  fluctuation  and  variation  from  time  to  time,  hence  c(»n- 
parisons  of  amounts  are  conveniently  made  according  to  an 
arbitrary  standard,  that  is,  par  value.  Capitalization  ttins  not 
only  belongs  in  the  property  category,  being  the  reflection  of 
wealth  instead  of  the  wealth  itself,  but  the  par  value  unit  of 
quantity  is  largely  conventional  rather  than  of  direct  economic 
signiflcancc.  Hence,  for  example,  it  is  not  unreasonable  that, 
in  the  computation  of  system-net  capitalization,  minority  holdings 
in  a  controlled  company  will  enter  into  the  total  at  par,  while 
the  rest  of  the  same  issue,  O'n'ned  by  the  holding  company,  may  have 
been  obtained  by  the  latter  in  exchange  for  its  own  securities  at 
some  discount  or  premium,  and  will  thus,  as  represented  by  the 
holding  company's  issues,  enter  into  the  system  total  at  an  amount 
other  than  the  par  of  the  original  issue.  Capitalization  is  not 
wealth,  but  only  its  reflection,  and  the  amount  of  capitalization 
is  perforce  reckoned  in  conventional  units. 

SeTennei,  Ezpenses  and  Inoome 
The  relative  importance  of  the  gas  and  electric-supply  indus- 
tries is  indicated  in  Table  25.  The  data  are  gross,  and  sales  to 
"  Other  lighting  corporations  "  and  "  Other  miscellaneous  rev- 
enue "  should  be  deducted  from  the  total,  as  these  are  principally 
intercompany  duplications  or  sales  to  companies  outside  of  the 
Firet  District  and  have  therefore  no  signiflcance  for  the  present 
purpose: 
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Sales  to  the  public  in  1913  were  as  follows:  Gas,  $34,835,- 
210.64,  an  increaBe  of  $515,298.76,  or  1.5  per  cent  over  1&12; 
electricity,  $32,897,659.80,  an  inereaae  of  $2,906,751.97,  or  9.7 
per  cent  over  1912.  Light  and  power  sales  in  New  York  City 
are  now  almost  equally  divided  between  gas  and  electrical  com- 
panies. The  sales  of  gas  represent  51.43  per  cent  of  the  total  in 
1913,  whereas  in  1912  they  constituted  53.28  per  cent,  and  in 
1911,  54.22  per  ceait.  When  it  is  considered  that  gas  is  being 
used  increasingly  for  fuel  pnrposea,  it  is  evident  that  electricity 
is  gaining  ground  at  the  expense  of  gas  for  lighting  purposes. 
The  general  character  of  the  situation  is  not  affected  by  the  fact 
that  the  increase  in  sales  of  electricity  in  1913,  and  to  a  less 
extent  in  1912,  was  largely  due  to  the  taking  over  of  the  Third 
Avemne  Railway  load  by  the  New  York  Edison.     There  appears 
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to  be  in  process  a  gradual  displacement  of  gas  by  electricity  for 
lighting  purposes. 

Adjusted  operating  ^tpenses  for  the  gas  industry  in  1913  were 
$21,045,552.59,  an  increase  of  $869,530.06,  or  4.19  per  cent, 
over  1912.  With  amortization  excluded,  the  increase  was  $765,- 
914.67.  The  Consolidated  system  shows  a  decrease  of  almost 
$275,000,  while  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  reports  an  increase 
of  over  $900,000.  Of  the  Brooklyn  Vnioa  increase,  $761,464.55 
is  due  to  the  hi^er  cost  of  water-gaa  oil.  In  1912  the  ctHnpany 
paid  3  cents  and  3%  emits  for  different  grades  of  oil,  while  in 
1913  a  flat  rate  of  4K  centa  was  paid. 

In  1913  there  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  uncol- 
lectible bills.  This  is  particularly  striking  for  gas  operations, 
for  which  in  1912  there  was  a  decrease  of  12  per  cent,  and  in 
1913  a  further  decrease  of  14.25  per  cent.  Consumers'  deposits 
with  gas  companies  at  the  close  of  each  year  were  approximately 
$3,406,000  in  1911,  $3,480,000  in  1912,  and  $3,414,000  in 
1913.  Deposits  with  gas-electrical  companies  increased  each 
year,  but,  eaeept  in  the  case  of  the  Flatbush  Gas,  they  are  not 
segregated  between  the  two  departments.  However,  both  the 
deposits  and  the  uncollectible  bills  for  these  companies  are  rela- 
tively unimportant,  deposits  being  $164,500  and  uncollectible 
bills  something  over  $5,700  in  1913.  The  figures  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  the  decrease  in  bad  accounts  is  not  due  to  increased  de- 
posits, but  rather  either  to  greater  efficiency  in  making  collec- 
tions or  to  greater  conservatism  in  writing  off  accounts. 

For  electrical  operations  uncollectible  bills  fluctuate  consider- 
ably from  year  to  year.  In  1911  they  were  approximately  $83,- 
700,  and  in  1912,  almost  $210,000,  while  in  1910  and  1913  they 
were  $130,000  and  $139,300,  respectively.  The  variations  are 
due  chiefly  to  the  New  York  Edison.  The  figures  are  too  far 
from  constant  in  character  to  form  a  basis  for  judging  collectjcm 
efficiency,  as  it  is  not  Hkely  that  any  organization  would  be  so 
erratic.  They  may  be  explainable  as  being  due  to  the  company's 
varying  definition  or  lack  of  definition  of  uncollectible  accounts. 
A  rigid  definition  based  on  the  period  since  maturity  should  mean 
a  nearly  regular  annual  charge,  but  this  mig^t  at  times  take  in 
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many  good  accounts,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  if  doubtful  ac- 
counts are  judged  individually,  considerable  variation  would 
naturally  result.  Even  with  the  strictest  definition  and  strict  ad- 
herence to  it,  the  charges  made  by  the  New  York  Edison  would  be 
more  likely  to  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year  because  of  its  con- 
siderable number  of  very  lai^  consumers  among  whom  an  indi- 
vidual failure  would  count  for  much. 

The  operating  income  of  the  electrical  industry  this  year  shows 
an  increase  of  7.81  per  cent  over  ldl2.  Operating  revenue  per 
kilowatt  hour  decreased  0.86  cents,  as  against  a  decrease  in  ldl2 
of  0.68  centa.  Notwithstanding  this,  the  decrease  in  operating 
income  per  kilowatt  hour  was  0.47  cents  in  1913  as  against  0.48 
cents  in  1912,  owing  to  the  fact  that  operating  expenses  per  kilo- 
watt hour  decreased  in  1913,  whereas  they  increased  in  1913. 
The  reduction  in  the  revenue  per  kilowatt  hour  is  largely  due  to 
the  large  quantity  of  energy  sold  at  a  very  low  rate  to  the  Third 
Avenue  Eailway  system  by  the  New  York  Edison.  But  it  is  also 
probably  true  that  consumption  under  wholesale  rates  is  increas- 
ing at  a  faster  rate  than  is  consumption  by  small  consumers, 
though  the  rapid  growth  of  electricity  supply  by  extension  of  use 
in  this  direction  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  con- 
sumers, at  least  as  far  back  as  1909,  increased  at  the  rate  of  about 
20  per  cent  per  year  until  1913,  when  the  rate  fell  to  only  6.65.' 
As  was  pointed  out  in  the  1912  Beport,  the  general  average  for 
electrical  rates  does  not  at  all  correapcmd  to  the  average  retail 
price  because  of  the  large  quantity  taken  by  consumers  who  re- 
ceive a  specially  low  wholesale  rate.  In  the  gas  industry,  where 
the  maximum  legal  rate  is  charged  to  practically  all  consumers, 
the  general  average  for  gas  sold  to  the  public  ecmforms  very 
closely  to  what  the  average  consumer  pays. 

Table  26  gives  in  detail  the  average  electrical  rates  by  class  of 
service  for  each,  company. 
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Unit  costs,  for  wliich  data  are  found  in  Table  SXXV,  B,  §  2, 
and  C,  §  2,  and  in  Table  XXXVI,  C,  might  be  discussed  to  ad- 
vantage in  connection  with  average  rates.  But  it  must  suffice 
simply  to  refer  the  reader  to  the  general  tables  just  mentioned. 
Gas  unit  costs  have  already  been  dealt  with  on  page  32  S.  in 
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canoection  with  die  discnaaioa  of  gK»^)erfonuaiic»  nttos.     Elec- 
trical  unit  coat»  liaw  been,  dncosaed  in  |venoHa-  reports. 
Capltalusfttioit 

The  financial  sununarj  indicates  that  net  capitalization  has  de- 
creased during  the  year  1913  in  the  amount  of  81,205,700,  al- 
though groas  capitalization  increased  $2,866,400.  The  decrease 
is  caused  by  intercompany  acquisitioti  of  securities.  Of  the  in- 
CFease  in  gross  capitalization,  bonds  amounting  to  $1,728,000 
were  iBmed  by  the  Consolidated  Tel^aph  to  the  New  York 
Edison,  and  these  bonds  are,  of  course,  included  in  the  deduction 
for  duplication.  Of  secmitieB  previously  outstandii^  in  the 
hiuids  of  the  public,  the  CcMisolidated  Gaa  acquired  during  the 
year  the  capital  atocfc  of  the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric,  $1,- 
736,000,  and  of  the  New  York  &  Queens  Gas,  $600,000.  The 
first  transaction  was  an  intercompany  i^ue  and  added  nothing  to 
net  capitalization,  while  the  Consolidated  Gas  acquisitions  re- 
duced net  capitalization  in  that  they  constituted  a  withdrawal 
from  the  hands  of  the  public  of  the  major  part  of  the  two  Queesia 
companies'  capital  stock. 

Gross  capital  expenditures  during  the  year  were  $15,677,000, 
end  the  net  increase  in  fixed  capital,  after  deducting  credits  to 
Accrued  amortization,  was  over  $12,100,000.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  reports  to  indicate  definitely  how  these  expenditures  were 
financed,  but  it  is  worthy  of  note  Uiat  the  surplus  and  reserres  in- 
creased over  $12,200,000.  Taking  all  the  lighting  companiee  to- 
gether, if  working  capital  at  the  banning  of  the  year  had  been 
adequate,  it  would  have  been  possible  to  pay  for  the  addiUons 
installed  in  1913  without  funding  and  without  recourse  to  tem- 
porary loans.  This  statement  is  subject  to  qualificaticm,  how- 
ever, because  investmentB  made  in  1913  were  not  funded  and 
presumably  reduced  working  capital  A  more  important  qualifi- 
cati«»i  that  is  at  onee  apparent  eiists  in  respeet  of  tfa*  diversity 
of  financial  position  among  the  various  companies.  Up<Hi  the 
face  of  the  returns,  it  is  obvious,  at  least  as  to  some  of  the  cemr 
panies,  that  installations  could  not  have  been  financed  witluntt 
borrowing. 
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The  foUowitig  table  showing  the  relation  of  fixed  capitaJ  to 
various  physical  and  operating  data  has  been  made  up  snnewhat 
differently  from  corresponding  tables  of  previous  years,  and  for 
that  reason  the  data  (m  the  new  basis  are  given  for  1911  and 
1912  as  well  as  for  1913.

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In  order  to  m&ko  oompariscma  on  &  proper  basis,  it  is  desirable 
to  take  the  electrical  branch  of  the  Consolidated  system  as  a  unit, 
although  the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric  is  stiU  a  separate 
operating  company  and  may  be  segregated.  The  other  com- 
panies of  this  system  are  interdependent  The  capital  of  the 
conduit  companies  used  by  the  electrical  companies  must  be  taken 
into  account  if  the  total  figure  is  to  represent  book  cost  of  capital 
devoted  to  electrical  operations.  Practically  the  entire  income  of 
the  Ccmsolidated  Telegraph  is  received  from  the  New  York  Edi- 
son and  United  Electric.  These  latter  companies  own  almost  all 
the  securities  of  the  former,  and  it  i's  proper  to  include  all  its 
fized  capital  in  this  table.  The  New  York  Edison,  however,  car- 
ries in  its  fixed  capital  account  securities  of  this  subway  company 
of  a  par  value  of  $5,745,500,  hence,  to  prevent  duplication,  that 
amount  is  deducted  irom  the  subway  company's  net  fixed  capitaL 
For  the  Empire  Oity  Subway  there  is  entered  a  proportion  of  its 
net  fixed  capital  equal  to  the  proportion  of  tie  company's  revenue 
contributed  by  the  New  York  Edison.  This  basis  is  only  ap- 
proximate and  does  not  take  account  of  idle  ducts  and  ducts  used 
by  city  departments  without  compensation,  but  as  paying 
customers  are  presumably  burdened  with  the  carrying  charges  on 
idle  and  ncm-revenue  producing  property  that  is  necessary  for 
future  use,  etc.,  it  is  fair  to  allocate  capital  costs  similarly.  Of 
course  the  relation  of  rates  chai^d  to  the  New  York  Edison  to 
those  charged  to  other  users  of  ducts  would  affect  the  correctness 
of  this  basis,  but  iu  the  present  instance  that  factor  is  a  minor  one 
and  without  significance.  The  Brooklyn  Edison  figures  are 
similarly  made  up  and  include  the  net  fixed  capital  of  the 
Amsterdam  Electric  and  the  Kings  County  Electric. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Brooklyn  Edison  shows  a  more  favor- 
able ratio  of  capacity  and  output  to  boot  valuation  of  capital 
than  is  shown  by  the  Consolidated  companies.  It  is  equally  ap- 
parent that  for  both  systems  the  ratios  are  declining  and  that  the 
decline  is  more  marked  for  the  Conaolidated  system.  Tho  rea- 
sons are  not  far  to  seek.  Extcaisicms  of  station  capacity  do  not 
ordinarily  call  for  an  increase  in  general  capital  proportionate 
to  the  increase  in  station  apparatus.     On  the  other  hand,  an  in- 
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ereus  in  fixed  capital  may  add  nothing  to  station  capacity.  The 
latter  ia  the  situation  for  the  Brof^lyn  Edison  in  1913,  Thus 
the  C(siBolidBt«d  ayeiem  has  incrMsed  its  station  capacity  36  per 
cant  since  1911,  and  ita  fixed  capital  ovlj  12  pw  cent,  vhile  the 
Broc^yn  Edisoo  has  increased  its  stati<w  capacity  12  per  aesit, 
and  its  fixed  capital  15  per  ceot.  Naturally  the  ratio  of  capital 
to  capacity  i»  declining  more  rapidly  for  the  Conscdidated.  It  ia 
obrious  that,  until  the  entire  plant  is  operated  at  maximum 
captcity,  increased  ou^ut  is  largely  taken  care  of  without  in- 
cieaae  of  facilities. 

There  ia  another  factor  in  the  situation.  Since  1909  charges 
to  capital  hare  been  made  nnder  Uie  Uniform  Syatem  of  Acctnnta 
prescribed  by  the  Commission,  which  provides  that  "  money 
costs  "  CHily  ^onld  be  chained  to  capital.  Charges  for  additions 
and  bettermenta  therefore  gradually  reduce  the  prop<7tioQ  of  in- 
flation in  the  book  values.  The  truth  of  this  statement  however 
rests  upon  the  assumption  that  credits  for  capital  withdrawn  are 
made  in  the  amonnts  of  inflated  book  value  rather  than  the  actual 
or  estimated  cash  cost. 

It  is  somewhat  inexact  to  relate  fixed  capital  at  the  eloae  of  the 
year  to  current  generated  and  distributed  during  tue  year.  For 
the  year  1913,  the  United  Electric  ratio  of  fixed  capital  per 
kilowatt  hour  generated  is  entirely  without  significance  as  the 
plant  did  not  commence  commorcial  operation  until  October  24, 
1913,  whereas  the  table  ia  based  cm  a  full  year's  operation. 

Table  28  is  in  the  same  form  as  in  1912  and  reqtilree  no  ocna- 
ment.  It  is  merely  a  sTunmary  of  the  general  table  devoted  to 
the  growth  of  fixed  capital 
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CASUALTIES 

StatiBticB  of  acoidenU  whicli  occurred  to  the  employees  of  gaa 
and  electrical  companies  each  year  from  IdOd  to  1913  will  be 
found  in  Tables  29  to  33  following,  and  in  greater  detail  for  1913 
in  Tables  XXV  to  XXIX. 
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In  the  above  table^  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  used  the 
average  number  of  wage-eamera  during  the  year,  but  euch  figures 
are  not  available.  Figures  for  wage-earners  rather  than  for  total 
employees  are  used  because  very  few  of  the  employees  other  than 
wage-earners  are  under  any  risk  of  accident  arising  from  the  nature 
of  the  occupation. 

During  the  year  1913,  one  out  of  every  2,029  wage-earners  of 
the  gas  companies  of  Now  York  City  lost  his  life,  while  11,79  per 
cent  met  with  some  accident  that  resulted  in  a  disability  of  more 
than  three  days.  In  the  case  of  electrical  companies  the  fatalities 
were  more  numerous,  both  absolutely  and  relatively,  one  out  of 
every  635  wage-earners  losing  his  life.  On  the  other  hand,  other 
casualties  were  less  numerous. 

The  r^wrts  made  to  the  Commission  divide  casualti^  into  nine 
classes  according  to  the  period  of  disability.  But  no  case  in  the 
ninth  class,  period  over  one  year,  has  ever  been  reported.  A  pos- 
sibility of  error  in  this  classification  exists,  due  to  the  fact  that 
annual  reports,  made  up  in  two  or  three  months  following  the  end 
of  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  can  not  accurately  classify  ac- 
cording to  the  duration  of  disability  some  doubtful  cases  which 
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occur  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  These  doubtful  cases,  how- 
ever, ao  far  as  the  Commission's  classification  is  concerned,  must 
be  few  in  number,  both  absolutely  and  relatively,  because  the  com- 
paniee  are  allowed  two  months  to  complete  their  reports.  If  the 
three  accidents  of  1913  reported  as  haviDg  a  disability  period  of 
over  26  weeks  were  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year,  not 
more  than  one  could  hare  been  of  doubtful  classification  when  the 
report  was  submitted,  and  even  in  such  a  case  a  non-professional 
opinion  of  the  patient's  condition  would  generally  be  sufficient. 
Ihxring  the  previous  five  years  only  one  case  was  reported  in  this 
clasa,  so  the  doubt  heretofore  has  not  been  of  statistical  importance. 
Table  29  gives  comparative  data  by  years  as  well  as  by  duration 
of  disability,  together  with  certain  ratios,  but  the  least  serious,  and 
statistically  least  reliable  class  of  accidents,  involving  a  disability 
of  8  days  or  less,  ere  not  taken  into  consideration. 
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The  1913  statisticB  of  casualties  among  employees  of  the  ^as 
compauiee  do  not  show  any  euch  large  changes  in  comparison  with 
preceding  years  as  to  indicate  any  noteworthy  change  in  working 
conditions.  Table  30  affords  several  comparisons  with  1912 
•which  ape  slightly  favorable,  and  several  whidi  are  slightly  im- 
favorable.  Comparisons  with  1911,  the  year  furnishing  the  worst 
record,  are  all  very  favorable.  The  xeporta  of  earlier  years  are 
known  to  be  less  reliable  and  complete.  In  comparison  with  pre- 
ceding years,  the  electrical  companies  in  1913  made  a  notably 
favorable  showing.  The  product  per  casualty,  1,101,931  tw. 
hrs.,  wag  larger  than  in  any  of  the  four  preceding  years,  dee^te 
the  probably  less  complete  character  of  the  earlier  data,  and  52 
per  cent  larger  than  their  average.  But  the  number  of  fatal 
accidents  to  electrical  employees  in  191-3,  that  is,  12,  has  uot 
been  previously  exceeded.  The  number  was  the  same  in  1811. 
Oconparing  the  percentage  of  casualties  to  wage-earners  each  year 
during  the  past  five  years  in  the  two  clasaes  of  lighting  com- 
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While  the  gas  companies  of  the  Consolidated  system  show  both 
an  absolute  and  a  relative  increase  in  casualties  for  the  year  1913 
in  comparison  with  1912,  the  Brooklyn  Union  sjst^n  shows  de- 
creases in  both  reepecta.  The  percentages  of  casnalties  to  wage- 
earners  increased  from  12.66  to  15.75  for  the  Consolidated,  and 
decreased  from  7.57  to  6.38  for  the  Brooklyn  Union.  All  gas  ocan- 
panies  combined  show  an  increase  fr<»n  10.62  per  cent  to  11.79 
per  cent.  It  is  a  r^narkable  fact  that  the  gas-supply  branch  of 
the  Consolidated  system  shows  a  higher  percentage  of  casualties  to 
employees  than  any  single  gas  company  outside  of  the  system,  and 
the  same  is  true  for  several  previous  years.  In  1913  the  percent- 
age for  this  system  was  15.75,  -while  for  all  other  gas  ccmpanies 
combined  it  was  only  5.81.  In  1912  the  corresponding  figures 
were  12.66  and  6.99,  and  in  1911,  they  were  18.24  and  5.24. 
Taking  the  three  years  together,  they  were  15.52  and  5.98,  re- 
spectively. In  other  words,  the  gas-eupply  branch  of  the  Consoli- 
dated system,  having  about  50  per  cent  more  employees  than  all 
other  gas  companies  combined,  has  more  than  four  times  the  num- 
ber of  reported  casualties.  This  may  be  due  to  the  very  large 
amount  of  construction  work  done  by  the  companies  of  this  system, 
including,  during  recent  years,  the  boring  of  a  tunnel  under  die 
East  river  from  Astoria  to  The  Bronx. 

Emphasis  has  been  placed  above  on  the  word  "  reported  "  for  the 
reason  that  when  any  company  supports  a  regular  safety  depart- 
ment it  is  sure  to  have  some  one  in  charge  whose  duty  and  interest 
it  is  to  keep  complete  statistics  of  the  casualties.  It  is  possible  for 
imperfection  in  these  records  to  make  the  most  negligent  company 
appear,  for  a  time,  as  the  safest  for  their  employees.  It  should 
be  observed,  however,  in  this  case,  that  the  figures  for  expenses  on 
account  of  accidents  and  damages  confirm  to  some  extent  the  casu- 
alty statistics.  Only  a  few  of  the  companies  have  established 
casualty  and  insurance  reserves,  credits  to  which  are  charged  to 
this  account.  In  these  cases  the  charge  to  the  account  indicates 
wise  provision  for  the  future  rather  than  losses  for  any  n^ligence 
in  the  past.  Contrary  to  the  showing  for  gas  companies,  all  elec- 
trical companies  combined  show  in  1913  a  substantial  decrease, 
both  absolute  and  relative,  in  the  number  of  casualties  of  the  kind 
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included  in  Table  31  in  comparison  with  both  1912  and  1911. 
The  opposite  is  true  as  regards  the  number  of  casualties  relative 
to  wage-earners  when  ctnnparison  is  made  with  1909  and  1910.

In  the  classification  of  the  casualties  according  to  the  depart- 
ments of  the  industry,  as  shown  in  Table  32,  it  appears  that  the 
percentage  of  gas  employees  receiving  injuries  in  the  works  was 
much  larger  in  1913  ttan  in  any  previous  year  reported.  In  the 
street  department,  however,  there  was  a  still  greater  decrease,  both 
absolutely  and  relatively,  as  compared  with  1912.  This  decrease 
ifl  probably  due  to  the  practical  completion  of  the  work  of  boring

The  Qimiber  of  electrical  employees  receiving  injuriea  in.  1913 
ehowB  a  decrease  in  every  departinoit  vxempt  that  of  line  work. 
The  extraordinary  increase  in  the  number  of  accidents  in  this  de- 
purtment,  wluch  ^>peftred  first  in  1911,  when  the  number  rose 
from  31  to  168,  has  been  followed  by  further  increases,  and  the 
percenta^  of  the  total  in  191S  was  also  much  laxgra  than  ever  be- 
fore. Tbeee  comparisons  indicate  where  safety  instruction  and 
appliances  are  most  needed.  Attention  to  the  possible  relation 
between  serennlay  employment  and  accidents  would  also  be 
deurable- 

Economic  loss  from  accidents. —  From  the  standpoint  of  social 
economics  the  cost  of  any  ccraunodity  includes  the  expense  and  loes 
to  the  community  resulting  from  all  the  accidents  which  take  place 
in  the  industry.  Wages  theoretically  include  insurance  against 
such  accidents,  but  practicftUy  the  danger  to  the  employee,  except 
in  extreme  caaes,  is  not  an  important  consideration  in  choosing 
employment  or  filing  wages,  or  in  affecting  the  labor  supply, 
which  chiefly  influences  wages.  Insurance  being  merely  a 
method  <yf  distribnting  community  losses,  sudi  loesee  reeulting 
from  casualties  can  be  discussed  from  the  social  viewpoint  vrith- 
out  r^ard  to  inBurance,  and  regardless  of  whether  wagee  are 
paid  during  the  period  of  disability. 

The  wages  of  the  full-time  woi^ers  employed  by  the  gas  com- 
pauiee  average  over  $15.00  a  week,  and  the  value  of  Bacb  a  wage- 
earner's  life  to  the  community  would  be  estimated  at  about 
$5,000.  Such  estimates  are  widely  various  according  to  ite 
purpose  of  the  discussion.  On  the  basis  of  the  provision  made 
by  the  accident  ccanpensation  law  of  New  York  state  for  de- 
pendent relatives,  payments  on  account  of  a  fatality  would  prob- 
ably average  considerably  less  than  $5,000.  Compensatioa  dui^ 
ing  diaabilit^  is  fixed  at  two-thirds  of  the  wages.  At  4  per 
cent  interest,  $5,000  in  a.  lump  sum  is  equivalent  to  a  term  an- 
nuity of  $10  a  week  for  12^4  years.  The  present  worth  of  the 
net  earnings  ai  a  wage-earner  at  $15  a  week  with  average  ex- 
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pect«ti<si  of  life  would  not  mach  aiseed  ^5,000,  but  ervinrytiiiag 
depemda  on  vhat  is  to  be  conauleied  jsat. 

If  the  middle  of  each  perii>d  be  taken  as  tiie  aTerage  duration  of 
disability  for  each  class,  the  total  loaa  of  woiking  dajB  oau  be 
easily  computed.  The  following  taUe  sbowB  the  remit  for  'die 
year  1913,  fco-  both  gas  and  eleatri<jal  snpply.

Tiau  FOBgbly  eetiHuited,  the  average  loss  o£  time  from  ths 
1,421  iujuriee  suffered  by  gas  «nployeeB  was  about  ten  days. 
The  estimated  average  loss  per  wBge^arner  in  the  employ  of  the 
gas  companies  in  1913  was  one  and  one-half  days.  The  e«d- 
mated  average  loss  of  time  from  the  1,088  injime»  rofflmed  by 
elecrtrical  employees  was  about  ti^it  days,  and  lite  estimated 
Kvera^  loes  of  time  for  each  wage-eamar,  one  and  iwo-fifths 
days. 

The  valaa  of  the  13,686  daya  of  lost  time  for  &e  gas  em^yBes 
at  an  average  wage  of  C2.60  per  day  is  ^4,215.  During  the  six 
years  eoding  1913,  the  gas  companiBB  have  had  S9  fatal  accidenlB 
to  their  wage-eam^^  Multiplying  the  average  number  pa- 
aimiim,  4  5/6,  by  $5,000,  giv«e  $34,167.  Adding  this  to  Ihe  above 
$34,215,  as  w^  as  $5  each  for  professional  attendance  on  the 
1,421  «m|d«yee8  losing  time  from  injuries  received  ($7,105),  -we 
have  a  total  of  $65,487.  This  may  be  regarded  as  a  oonservatiTe 
estimate  of  the  direct  loss  to  the  commumty  reenldng  from  the 
casuaitiee.  Of  course  no  amount  of  eKpenditure  for  "  eafety 
^^nt "  edneation  and  safety  appliances  conld  prevent  all  accideuts, 
and  the  proportion  which  might  be  prevented  can  soaroeJy  be 
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estimated.  But  it  is  evident  that  if  the  annual  expenditure  of 
$S0,000  among  the  8,116  wage^amws  of  the  gas  companies  woold 
reduce  the  casualties  one-half,  it  would  mean  money  saved.  The 
accounting  system  in  force  does  not  provide  for  &  s^r^ation  of 
expenditures  for  this  purpose. 

In  its  report  to  stockholders,  submitted  January  27,  1913,  the 
Consolidated  Oas  Company  states  that  ite  safety  department,  in 
charge  of  experts  outside  the  regular  force  of  the  ccmipany,  made 
over  32,000  inspections  during  the  year  1912,  which  resulted  in 
the  installation  of  safety  appliances  and  other  preventive  meaanrea 
designed  to  minimize  the  danger  of  acoideoits.  During  the  year 
1913  this  company  charged  to  Accidents  and  damages  $24,352  — 
an  increase  of  $7,646  over  the  previous  year.  There  was  also 
paid  $63,721  for  relief  and  pensions.  The  correepouding  figures 
for  all  gas  companies  combined  show  Accidents  and  damages, 
1913,  $54,766,  an  increase  of  $6,967  over  the  previous  year.  The 
gas-supply  branch  of  the  Consolidated  system  shows  an  increase  in 
charges  to  the  account  named  from  $35,421  in  1912  to  $45,701  in 
1913.  This  expense  per  M  co.  ft.  of  gas  produced  increased  for 
the  system  named  from  0.122  cents  to  0.156  coits.  For  alt  other 
gas  companies  combined  there  was  a  decrease  from  $12,378,  or 
.075  cents  per  M  cu.  ft,  to  $8,931  or  0.054  cents  per  M  eu.  ft 
Apparently,  however,  the  Consolidated  ccanpanies,  and  perhaps 
some  of  the  other  companies,  include  the  expenses  of  accident  pre- 
vention in  this  account  The  amount  paid  to  employees  for  in- 
juries, and  included  in  the  account,  is  stated  separately  in  each 
company's  rq>ort  to  the  Commisaion.  For  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  in  1913,  this  item  constitutes  about  one-third  of  the  ac- 
.  count ;  for  the  gas-supply  branch  of  the  Consolidated  system,  less 
than  one-half;  and  for  all  other  gas  companies  combined,  nearly 
the  whole  amount  The  absolute  amount  paid  to  employees  for 
injuries  was  $20,787  for  the  Consolidated  system,  or  .071  cents 
per  M  cu.  ft.  of  gas  produced,  and  $7,513  for  all  other  gas  com- 
panies combined,  or  .046  cents  per  M  cu.  ft  In  this  ctmnection 
it  should  be  noted  that  in  cases  of  litigation,  the  claims  for  dam- 
ages are  not  generally  paid  within  the  year  when  the  accidents 
occur,  so  that  no  definite  relation  between  the  two  series  can  be 
expected  in  annual  comparisons. 
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In  1913  the  Now  Tork  Edison  paid  for  injuries  to  employeea, 
$49,777,  or  7.37  cents  per  thousand  kw.  hra.  of  electricity  geneir- 
ated.  AH  other  eiectrical  companies,  including  electrical  depart- 
memts  of  gas-«lectrical  companies,  paid  $12,966,  or  6.42  c^its 
pear  thousand  kw.  hrs.  The  amount  ch&rged  hj  the  New  York 
!E]dison  is  specifically  stated  to  include  all  dibbursements  for  wages, 
medical  service  and  supplies,  and  "  other  expenses  in  connecticm 
with  the  respondent's  Bystem  of  caring  for  injured  employees." 

The  wages  paid  to  electrical  workers  average  a  little  higher  than 
those  paid  to  gas  workers,  and  may  be  taken  at  $2.70  &  day.  The 
value  of  8,990  days  of  lost  time  at  an  average  of  $2.70  a  day  equals 
$24,273.  During  the  six  years  ending  with  1913  there  were  52 
fatal  accidents  to  electrical  employees  —  an  average  of  8^  per 
annam.  Multiplying  this  into  $5,000  gives  $43,333.  Adding  this 
amount  to  the  above  $24,273,  as  well  as  $5  each  for  professional 
attendance  <m  tbo  1,088  employees  losing  time  from  injuries  re- 
ceived, we  have  a  total  of  $73,046,  as  compared  with  only  $65,487 
for  gas  workers.  It  appears  thus  that  although  the  number  of 
gas  wage-earners  exceeds  the  number  of  electrical  wage-earners  by 
more  Uian  one-fourth,  yet  the  casualty  losses  as  measured  in  dol- 
lars are  greater  for  the  latter.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  fatalities  among  the  electric  workers  averages  nearly 
twice  what  it  is  among  the  gas  workers,  and  t^at  the  average  pay 
of  the  former  is  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  latter. 

Accidents  to  other  persons  than  employees  throu^  the  opera- 
tions of  the  lighting  companies  are  also  reported  by  them,  but 
probably  with  lees  C(»nplet«n68S.  In  1911,  injuries  to  245  persons 
not  employees  were  reported,  of  whom  9  were  killed.  In  1912  the 
number  was  173,  of  whom  4  were  killed  —  one  of  the  fatalities 
resulting  from  an  attempt  to  by-pass  Hie  gas  meter.  In  1913  the 
number  was  160,  oi  whom  3  were  killed.  The  electrical  com- 
panies have  reported  each  year  by  far  the  larger  part  of  these  casu- 
alties. In  1911  the  companies  making  gas  alone  reported  126  in- 
juries to  persons  other  than  employees;  in  1912  the  number  was 
only  41,  and  in  1913  only  27.  These  figures  for  1911  include  7 
fatalities,  and  for  1912,  three.  Statistics  of  this  class  of  accidents 
are  presented  in  Table  S2IX  of  the  various  Annual  Report 
Tolumes  dealing  with  the  lighting  industry.

AboQt  cni&4ialf  of  all  the  fatal  acoidoite  in  New  York  Oity  doe 
to  deetrie  curroit  are  reported  hy  tiie  «leetric4igktiiig  conpanKB 
as  aendmts  to  ibmx  own  empieyeeB.  Ib  the  fiscal  year  1013  the 
street  railwaje  reported  fi  fatalit&ee  among  employees  as  ^le  to 
eleothe  ^eck.  It  is  evident  tiiat  the  poblio  in  gsneral  is  not  in 
great  danger  from  tibia  eouroe,  eq)eaall^  wsce  the  eleetrie  oentral 
ctaticntB  and  iixeet  ndlways  togethw  aoeoust  for  hj  bo  raeans  all 
tiioae  employed  alsout  electric  plants  in  the  oity,  there  beiBg  namw^ 
«ae  private  plants  as  "well  as  ewvnl  trunk-line  railroad  plants. 

In  tnaiked  cfflitrest  to  this  proportaon  are  Ifae  eorreqaonding 
figures  for  illuniiaating  gas.  Of  the  aoeidental  4ea1^  due  to 
iUmninatisg  gas,  which,  for  Ike  two  years  191S-191S,  were  abost 
13  times  the  nunUmr  ef  such  deaths  frMn  deebic  eomnt,  only  10, 
or  1.75  pn*  cent,  were  reported  by  tbe  oempaniee  as  fatdities  to 
tiieir  employees,  and  <mly  three,  wft68  of  ooa  per  oMit,  as  fataB- 
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tiea  to  others.  The  cKonplete  figures,  as  reported  by  the  Board  of 
Health  after  the  eliminatioii  of  all  cases  rapposed  to  be  suicides, 
^iM  tbb  Btart^  record:  1«11,  S82;  1812,  312;  1913,  259. 
The  total  far  the  tlirae  years  is  S53. 

The  An&Tial  Report  cf  tfaie  OonuniflBicm  for  1910,  toI.  Ill,  pp. 
174^161,  contained  a  dJeonMioa  of  the«oonoimc  cost  of  fitreet-rail- 
"way  MxndeutB  to  the  public  If  tke  Talualdoii  el  the  average 
hniH&u  tife  in  New  York  Oity  used  in  that  ttieeaaBioii,  namely,

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EMFLOTEES  AKS  WAGES 

Tbe  following  text  tablee  are  intended  to  be  sununary  and  oom- 
parative,  and  the  comment,  cautionary  and  BUggeetive  only.  Spe- 
cial points  relating  to  tlie  nature  and  statistical  poBsibilitiee  of  the 
data  will  often  bo  found  more  fully  dealt  with  in  previous  reports. 
Thoroughgoing  analysis  is  not  here  attempted.  In  the  general 
tables  space  is  saved,  in  the  present  report,  by  omitting  data  in  the 
form  of  Table  XXXIII  for  the  last  wee^  in  June,  such  details 
being  now  shown  for  the  mid-December  we^  only;  also  by  the 
omission  of  certain  data  from  Table  XXXIV,  given  in  previous 
reports.  This  Table,  however,  now  shows  details  by  individuftl 
companies.

The  number  of  ranployees  of  gas  and  electrical  companies  in 
New  York  City  was  well  above  20,000  at  the  close  of  1913,  ex- 
clusive of  the  employees  of  the  two  electrical  conduit  companies. 
The  latter  employees  are  chiefly  engaged  in  construction  work, 
which  falls  off  largely  during  the  winter  months.     Data  for  these

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employees  are  presented  in  the  abstracts  of  the  annual  retoms  of 
the  companies  in  Fart  III  of  this  volume. 

The  number  of  employees  as  given  in  Table  34  has  shown  an 
increase  every  year  since  such  data  have  been  reported  to  this 
Commission.  The  numbers  in  each  of  the  four  departmental 
groups  also  increased  every  year  until  1913,  when  the  technical 
staff  and  the  wage-earners  both  decreased  for  the  first  time.  Little 
significance  can  be  attached  to  tiiis  change,  however,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  definiteness  and  objectivity  of  the  division  lines  between 
th^ra  "  departmental "  classes.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
managers,  supwintaadentB  and  clerical  employees  in  1913  out- 
weighed the  decrease  in  the  otlier  two  groups,  leaving  a  total  abso- 
lute gain  of  168,  and  a  relative  gain  of  0.8  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  an  average  of  nearly  10  per  cent  for  the  three  preceding 
years. 

Table  3S  presents  the  data  for  companies  in  a  way  to  show  com- 
parative growth  as  between  gaa  and  electricity  supply  and  for  cer^ 
tain  of  the  more  important  individual  companies.

All  electrical  companies  oombiaed  ezliibit  a  continuous  increase 
ia  the  number  of  their  employees.  This  is  also  true  for  each  of 
the  electrical  companies  or  groups  shown  ae^aratejy  in  tho  table 
with  the  exception  of  the  Brooklyn  Edison  for  1913,  for  which 
there  was  a  decrease  of  7.54  per  cent  Several  of  the  gas  com- 
panies showed  decreases  before  1913,  and  there  was  a  deoreaae  for 
the  gas  companies  as  a  whole  both  in  1912  and  1913.  A  more 
exact  analysis  to  separate  the  data  of  electricity  supply  and  gas 
supply  completely  would  need  to  take  into  account  the  distribution 
of  the  employees  of  the  three  small  gas-electrical  companies,  but 
the  situation  is  doubtless  suiliciently  well  indicated  without  this 
refinement  A  footnote  to  the  table  calls  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  taking  into  consideration,  in  making  comparisons  with  previous 
years,  the  recent  change  in  the  composition  of  the  Consolidated 
system  through  its  acquisition  of  the  New  York  &  Queens  Electric 
Light  &  Power  and  the  New  York  &  Queens  Gas  companies.  The 
table  is  so  constructed  that  the  reader  can  exclude  or  include  these 
companies  in  the  Consolidated  groups  at  will.  Data  for  the  Flat- 
bush  Gas  are  also  given  separately  in  order  to  enable  it  to  be  in- 
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clnded  with  tbe  Brooklyn  UniciD  ^oup  or  with  the  ga»^ect]*ical 
group  as  is  deured. 

I*a!rt-tiine  tntptoymtrrU. —  The  extent  ei  parMinie  empIojiDent 
and  its-  tendency  is  shown  in  Table  39.  There  has  be«ii  a  great 
rednction  in  ^e  araouitt  md  proportioD  of  soch  eniptoyineBt  since 
1909.  Indeed,  if  one  diMrimioates  quantity  oi  emj^ojment  irom 
niLBiber  of  employees,  the  proportionate  amount  of  part-time  em- 
playraeBt  is  considerably  less  than  the  8  per  cent  shown  in  Tat^e 
99  for  ISIS  —  perhaps  4  per  cent,  on  the  assumption  that  the 
average  dnmtioD  of  employment  per  week  for  a  part-time  em- 
ployee is  OD»half  that  for  a  fnlMime  employee.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  interruption  of  employment,  in  the  ease  oi  an  indi- 
vidual employee,  for  more  than  one  day  in  a  week,  due  to  what- 
evor  oanae^  rendeis  him  »  parVtime  ooodployee  for  that  ved^  it 
appears  that  the  extent  of  part-time  employment  aa  ordinarily 
understood  among  the  gas  and  electrical  companies  of  New  York 
City-  ie  small.  Whether  the  recent  marked  decrease  in  such  em- 
ployment is  due  to  lees  eonstroction  work  or  to  the  efTorts  of  the 
companies  to  improve  conditions  in  this  respect  cannot  be  stated.

The  gradual  adjustment  of  the  working  force  to  actual  condi- 
tions is  also  indicated  by  the  constant  reduction  in  the  proportion 
of  part-time  onployees.  In  1909  the  percentage  of  part-time  to 
full-time  employees  was  17,4.  This  figure  has  been  steadily  re- 
duced, exeept  in  1911,  tmtil  in  mid-December,  1913,  it  was  only 
8  per  cent. 

yariaiion  af  employment  from  week  to  week. —  General  Table 
SXSIV  gives  the  amount  of  employment  for  each  week  of  the 
year,  but  the  data  are  not  cfwaprehessive  for  all  employees,  includ- 
ing only  wage-earners  who  are  paid  by  the  hour,  or  for  whom  data 
BM  tkoa  returned.  Some  companies  are  omitted  from  the  taUe 
ftitir^y,  but  all  the  large  companies  are  included  and  the  data

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given  separately  for  each.  The  extent  of  the  total  paj-roll  ac- 
counted for  is  indicated  by  a  column  of  percentages.  The  per 
cent  for  all  companies  combined  is  69,  while  for  iudividnal  o(»n- 
panies  they  range  from  34  to  85.  The  presentation  of  similar 
data  for  days  of  employment  for  wage-earners  employed  by  ^e 
week,  which  were  hitherto  included  in  this  table,  is  discontinned. 
Table  87  gives  ratios  derived  from  the  data  of  Table  XXXIV 
showing  variation  by  weeks,  accompanied  by  absolute  numbers 
sufficient  to  show  the  weight  of  the  elouents  entering  into  the 
table.  The  range  of  variation  is  shown  in  convenient  condensed 
form  in  Table  38,  which  contains  also  the  corresponding  figures 
for  previous  years. 
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There  were  decreaeeB  in  (lie  range  for  wety  year  and  group 
for  which  the  data  are  recorded,  except  in  the  case  of  die  Brook- 
lyn Union,  which  BhowB  no  change,  and  that  of  the  Brooklyn  Ed- 
ison, which  riiows  a  range-  o£  d8  points  in  1911,  48  in  1912  and 
21  in  1918.  Of  the  fonr  groups  tabnlated  for  1913,  only  three 
can  be  compared  with  1911,  but  all  of  these  three  show  approxi- 
mately reductions  of  one-half  in  the  range  aa  expressed  in  points 
per  cent.  The  decrease  in  range  from  191S  to  1913  for  all  com- 
panies combined  is  small  compared  with  the  range  for  most  of 
the  groups  for  the  reason  that  the  maximum  points  in  the  q>eci- 
fied  companies  as  well  as  the  different  years  are  not  at  the  same 
season.

Of  the  eighteen  minimum  records  here  located,  10  were  in  Feb- 
ruary, 6  in  January,  and  one  each  in  November,  December  and 
March.  Of  ihe  ei^tecn  maximum  records,  not  more  than  3 
oocur  in  any  one  month,  and  not  more  than  7  in  any  one  season, 
which  number  is  shown  for  the  summer,  when  construction  and  re- 
pair work  are  most  active. 

Still  the  range  of  variation  of  the  quantity  of  ffluployment  is 
so  great  that,  with  the  best  of  intentions  on  the  part  of  the  man- 
agements of  these  companies,  and  with  the  incidence  of  the  varia- 
tion restricted  to  the  smallest  possible  number  of  individuals^  the 
companies  would  be  unable,  under  these  conditions,  to  keep  quite 
9  out  of  10  of  their  employees  steadily  at  work  the  year  round.  In 
fact,  however,  the  amount  of  variation  is  perhaps  no  greater  than

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would  readily  "be  taken  up  hj  normal  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  employees.  Even  without  any  Buch  changee,  a  moderate 
Bhorteuing  of  the  normal  day's  work  in  the  slack  season  would 
provide  for  the  entire  range  of  variation.  But  such  compajrisoua 
«erv«  merely  to  illustrate  the  point  that,  while  to  some  extent 
seasonal  in  character,  as  are  almost  all  industries,  ueitber  gaa  aor 
electricity  supply  are  con^iouousl;  so.  "Within  each  company,  of 
course,  the  range  of  variation  in  the  uumber  employed  in  any 
particular  occupation  or  branch  of  the  business  would  natarally  be 
greater  than  for  the  company  as  a  whole.  ConstmctioQ  work 
natarally  fluctuates  greatly  in  amount,  seasonally  and  otherwise. 

Avera^  Earaingi 
Average  earnings  per  wee^  are  shown  for  clerical  employees 
and  wage-earners  separately  in  Table  89  by  companies,  and  for 
various  occupations  for  the  city  as  a  whole,  without  distinction 
by  company,  in  Table  40.  In  both  cases  compariBons  are  made 
for  full-time  employees,  but  supplementary  averages  for  part- 
time  employees  are  presented  for  such  subsidiary  and  qualifying 
interest  as  they  may  have.  The  extent  and  importance  of  part- 
time  «niploymeQt  has  already  been  the  subject  of  ctnnment,  and 
detailed  data  for  further  analysis  are  available  in  the  general 
tables.

The  increase  for  1913  over  1912  in  the  average  eamings  of  the 
full-time  wag&eamerB  as  indicated  by  the  mid-December  data 
is  the  largest  animal  increase  ;et  shown.  But  thiB  change  in  the 
average  is  doubtless  related  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  such 
workers.  Conversely,  the  very  small  decrease  in  &e  average 
wages  of  clerical  employees  reported  at  the  same  time  is  probably 
due  to  the  addition  of  an  unusual  number  of  new  clerks  receiving 
less  than  t^e  average  wage.  For  the  fonr-year  period  the  clerks 
show  an  increase  of  5.43  per  cent,  while  the  wage-earners  in- 
creased only  4.9fl  per  cent.  In  1909  the  clerks  suflFered  a  de- 
crease of  78  cents  per  week,  or  4.75  per  cent,  in  earnings.  This 
left  them  2  cents  above  the  wage-earners.    Since  then  they  have

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gained  65  cents,  while  the  wa^e-eamerB  have  gained  78  cents. 
These  averages  of  course  give  no  indication  of  the  average  advance 
of  each  isdividaal,  and  are  even  only  prima  facie  evidence  of  an 
increase  in  rates  of  pay,  since  the  com^o«ition  of  the  hihor  force  is 
as  important  a  factor  in  mch  a  change  as  is  the  compensation  for 
the  various  kinde  and  grades  of  work  done.  The  ikeoeanlj  of 
making  allowance  for  such  elements  in  the  situation,  howeva-, 
need  only  be  mentioned  here. 

The  large  increase  in  earnings  for  the  par^me  clerics  and  Uie 
decrease  for  the  part-time  wage«amen  are  doubUeM  due  merely, 
or  at  least  chiefly,  to  corresponding  changes  in  the  average  amount 
of  employment  per  part-time  employee.  The  same  influences  that 
decrease  the  number  of  part-time  employees  may  be  sa]^KMed  to 
increase  the  average  amount  of  onployment  for  those  remaining 
in  that  class. 

The  average  wage  changes  shown  for  1913  for  the  gas  com- 
panies are  all  small,  but  Ihe  eleotrioal  companies  shtHr  a  remarka- 
ble increase  in  the  average  for  wage-earners.  The  electrical  com- 
panies of  the  Consolidated  system  show  an  advance  of  33  cents  in 
this  average,  the  Brooklyn  Edison,  $1.32,  and  "  other  electrical 
companies,"  $2.44.  At  the  same  time  the  BrocMyn  Edison  shows 
a  decrease  of  $1,14  for  clerks,  and  "  oiier  electrical  companies," 
a  similar  decrease  of  62  cents.  These  changes  for  l^e  electrical 
companies  were  accompanied  hy  a  large  increase  in  tiie  number  of 
employees,  both  wage-earners  and  cleAa.  The  opposite  chaises 
in  wage  averages  for  the  two  classes  of  employees  indicate  Ihat 
the  new  clerks  were  generally  put  on  near  the  bottom  of  the  staff, 
while  experienced  wage^amers  were  required.  Indeed  Table 
XXX  shows  that  the  "other  unskilled  labor"  decreased  466, 
or  81  per  cent,  while  "other  skilled  mechanics"  increased  259 
or  51  per  cent;  foremen,  increased  68,  or  17  per  cent,  and  in- 
spectors, 45,  or  26  per  cent.  There  was  also  an  increase  of  68 
in  the  number  of  male  cashiere  and  bookkeepers,  with  an  in- 
crease of  142,  or  34  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  "  other  clerical 
employees," 
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Of  tlie  32  occupational  classes  of  employees  listed  in  Table  40, 
19  show  increases  in  the  average  wages  in  1913  as  compared  with 
1912,  and  13  show  decreases.  The  largest  increases  are  for 
women  cashiers  and  beekeepers,  $3.82,  and  for  carpenters,  $3.59. 
The  largest  decreases  are  for  men  cashiers  and  bookkeepers,  $1.55, 
and  for  meter  testers  and  repairers,  $1.05.  Notwithstanding  the 
leveling  down  of  the  men  cashiers  and  bookkeepers,  and  the  level- 
ing up  of  the  women,  making  a  total  movement  toward  equalisa- 
tion of  $5.37,  they  are  still  separated  by  $3.74  per  week.  These 
differences  are  presumably  due  chiefly  to  differences  in  grades. 
Among  the  wage-earners,  the  dynamo  attendants  and  electricians 
and  wiremen  also  show  substantial  increases  in  average  wages. 

Table  XXXIII  shows  that  for  every  one  of  the  7  groups  of 
companies  for  which  data  are  separately  tabulated  in  1913,  av- 
erage earnings  declined  in  the  case  of  men  cashiers  and  book- 
keepers.    The  gas  companies  of  the  Consolidated  system  ahow 
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die  laifieBt  decrease  $2.04.  In  1912  these  companiee  had  only  6 
in  this  class  earning  less  than  $15.00  a  week.  In  1913  there  were 
33.  The  number  earning  from  $15.00  to  $19.99  increased  from 
60  to  99. 

Table  41,  like  Table  87,  is  derived  from  general  Table 
XXXTY,  and  shews  average  earnings  per  hour.  Since  such  data 
are  now  available  for  three  successive  years,  it  is  possible  to  nae 
them  as  evidence  of  changes  in  wages,  thoagh  their  interest  is  not 
primarily  of  that  nature.  This  means  of  measuring  changes  in 
wages  is  subject  to  the  same  qualifications  as  is  the  figure  for 
average  earnings  per  week.  But  a  change  due  to  shorter  hours 
compensated  by  higher  pay  per  hour  would  show  as  an  increase  in 
the  former  sort  of  average,  while  causing  no  change  in  the  latter. 
Still  some  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  difference  in  the  com- 
position of  the  data  entering  into  the  hourly  average,  since  (1) 
the  classification  of  wage-earners  for  the  hourly  data  is  deter- 
mined by  the  convenienee  of  the  individual  company,  (2)  the 
data  of  Table  XXXIT  are  naturally  inclusive  of  part-time  as 
well  as  full-time  employees,  the  former  presumably  being  paid  at 
a  rather  lower  rate  than  the  latter,  and  (3)  the  average  in  this 
case  is  for  the  entire  year  instead  of  for  a  typical  week. 

A  comparison  of  the  yearly  averages  appended  to  Table  41  is 
subject  to  some  qualification  on  account  of  slight  changes  in  the 
component  data  from  year  to  year,  as  indicated  by  ^e  footnotes. 
But  these  should  not  appreciably  affect  the  averages  used.  Al- 
thou|^  there  is  on  the  whole  a  considerable  indicated  increase  in 
hourly  average  rates,  the  changes  from  year  to  year  are  so  con- 
siderable and  irregular  that  one  must  conclude  that,  for  these 
%aree,  the  composition  of  the  wage-earning  class  and  the  changes 
ttierein  from  year  to  year  usually  have  more  effect  on  the  average 
wage  than  the  scale  of  rates  of  pay.  For  example  whether  much 
or  little  construction  work  involving  the  use  of  navvies  is  done  in 
&  particular  year  will  usually  decide  whether  the  computed  aver- 
Hgo  is  low  or  higji.  Changes  in  rates  exhibited  by  a  fairly  homo- 
KoaeouH  occupation  are  of  course  not  thus  influenced  to  any  ex- 
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tent;    Fca*  thia  reaeoB  the  dats  of  l^le  40  are  of  miOflt  importuee 
for  the  answer  to  tlie  qoeetioii  ndwtlier  wageS'  are  iacreasuig  or  not. 
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Table  41  is  chiefly  significant  as  evidence  of  the  setsonal  and 
other  variation  of  coDditions  of  employment  through  the  year.  To 
facilitate  this  kind  of  oomparisoQ,  the  columns  showing  points  dif- 
ference from  the  average  for  the  year  are  included.  The  tabie 
shows  some  aiip^stivo  changes  iu  the  +  and  —  signs  of  the  differ- 
ence. The  change  in  the  gas-supplj  branch  of  the  Oonsolidated 
system  from  plus  to  minus  in  the  third  week  of  August  and  the 
similar  change  in  the  BrocAlyn  Union  Byst«ii  in  May  partially 
indicates  the  increase  during  the  summer  of  cheaper  labor.  There  . 
appears  to  be  some  correlation  between  the  aggregate  honrs  of  em- 
ployment and  the  average  wages  paid.  Of  17  weeks  of  less  than 
average  employment  in  the  gas-supply  branch  of  tho  Consolidated 
System  only  3  showed  less  than  the  average  wage.  Of  the  33 
weeks  of  lees  than  average  employment  in  Ae  Brooklyn  XTnion  as- 
tern only  2  showed  less  than  the  average  wage.  On  the  other  band, 
the  electrical  companies  give  the  opposite  indication.  Of  17 
weeks  of  less  than  average  employment  in  the  case  of  the  ConsoU- 
dated  electrical  group,  all  but  3  show  less  than  the  average  wage. 
For  the  Brooklyn  Edison,  of  ai  we^  of  less  than  the  average  em- 
ployment, 13  showed  lees  than  the  average  wage.  But  these  latter 
fignres  are  evidentJy  much  affected  by  permanent  additions  to  the 
number  of  electrical  employees. 
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Using  only  periods  of  over  four  we^cs  and  combining  with  simi- 
lar comparisons  made  in  Table  52,  page  160,  vol.  Ill,  of  the  Com- 
mission's Annual  Keport  for  lt)12,  it  appears  that  no  rule  of  cor- 
relation can  be  regarded  as  established.  Taking  the  three  yeara 
together,  it  appears  that  the  Brooklyn  Union  Gas  system  shon-s  a 
high  degree  of  correlatiou —  amount  of  employment  and  average 
wages  moving  in  opposite  directions-  The  gas-supply  branch  of 
the  Consolidated  system  shows  only  a  slight  conformity  to  this 
movement.  The  New  York  Ediaon  and  United  Electric  show 
practically  no  correlation,  and  the  Brooklyn  Edison,  which  in  19H 
and  1912  showed  very  strongly  the  same  movement  as  the  Brook- 
lyn Union,  shows  the  opposite  in  1913,  The  two  groups  of  gas 
companies  taken  together  show  a  moderate  correlation,  and  ihe 
two  groups  of  electrical  companies,  practically  none.  But  the 
Consolidated  system  groupe,  both  gas  and  electrical,  have  had  most 
of  the  time  such  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  their  em- 
ployees that  any  correlation  between  seasonal  changes  in  employ- 
ment and  average  wages  has  not  had  much  opportunity  to  demon- 
strate itself. 

Tables  SXXII  and  XXXIV  furnish  data  for  the  foUowing 
table,  showing  average  number  of  hours  of  ranployment  per  week 
for  two  selected  weeks  of  1910  and  1913  as  derived  from  the  data 
for  the  gas-supply  branch  of  the  Consolidated  system  and  the  two 
"  Edison  "  companies.  The  average  numbers  of  hours  per  wetk 
are  ascertained  by  dividing  the  average  wages  per  week  by  the 
average  wages  per  hour.  This  involves  the  assumption  that  the 
part-time  wage-earners  average  as  much  per  hour  as  the  full-time 
wage-earners.  The  error  involved  in  this  assumption  would  be 
small,  unless  the  difference  in  the  average  hourly  wages  of  the 
two  classes  was  very  large,  because,  in  the  gas-supply  brandi  of 
the  ConstJidated  system,  which  has  the  largest  proportion  of  part- 
time  employees,  the  percentage  of  the  part-time  payroll  to  the 
whole  payroll  for  the  last  week  of  June,  1913,  was  only  13.0,  and 
for  the  second  week  of  December,  only  5.1.  The  wage-earners 
included  as  such  in  Table  XXXIV  are,  as  has  already  been  men- 
tioned, not  quite  identical  with  those  so  classed  in  Table  XXXII, 
and  may  be  rather  lower-paid.  Both  of  these  factors  would  tend 
to  exaggerate  somewhat,  biit  only  slightly,  the  length  of  the  work- 
ing week  as  derived  in  the  following  table. 
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Tke  gas-supply  branch  of  the  Consolidated  STstem  shows  ao 
extraordinary  change  in  the  average  number  of  hours  per  week,  for 
both  summer  and  winter  employment,  between  1910  and  1913, 
Furthermore,  the  changes  are  different  in  direction  as  between  the 
winter  and  the  summer  months  in  question.  This  fact  tenda  to 
rob  the  figures  of  any  definite  significance,  especially  as  regards  a 
possible  tendency  to  longer  or  shorter  hours.  But  the  indication 
of  absolutely  long  hours  is  so  general  and  so  unmistakable  as  to  be 
oonTineing. 

The  labor  element  in  expense.—  The  Brooklyn  Union  system 
shows  a  substantially  higher  ratio  of  wages  to  revenues  than  either 
of  the  other  groups  o£  gas  companies.  But  this  situation  may  be 
due  to  conditions  affecting  revenues  instead  of  to  compensation 
to  employees,  since  the  ratio  of  the  latter  to  operating  expenses  for 
this  group  is  intermediate  between  the  corresponding  ratios  for 
the  other  two  groups.  The  unit  costs  for  expenses  other  than 
production  expenses  (Table  XXXV,  O,  §  2)  are  higher  for  the 
Brooklyn  Union  than  for  the  two  other  groups.  This  system  has 
comparatively  high  expenses  for  transmission  (Table  XXXV), 
and  also  appears  to  pay  comparatively  large  salaries  to  managers 
(Table  XXXIII). 

In  the  case  of  the  electrical  companies,  the  advantages  of  the 
large  companies  and  systems  in  respect  to  wages  and  all  other 
phases  of  operation  are  evident  in  the  distributive  ratios  as  in  the 
unit-cost  ratios. 

As  regards  the  relation  of  amounts  paid  as  salaries  and  wages 
to  amounts  received  as  revenues,  there  is  a  notable  increase  of  the 
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ratio  for  gas  compaDies  over  that  for  1912.  Expenses  and  wages 
increased  faster  than  product  and  revenues.  The  two  latter  items 
increased  at  the  rate  of  1.5  per  cent  for  the  year.  The  wage  bill 
shows  an  increase  of  5.31  per  cent,  while  all  operating  expenses 
combined  increased  4.50.  Operating  expenses  other  than  wages 
increased  4.04  per  cent.  This  backwardness  of  revenues,  as  re- 
gards rate  of  increase,  however,  is  a  recent  development.  To 
determine  its  importance,  it  would  be  necessary  to  carry  the  com- 
parison through  a  seriee  of  years.  The  similar  comparison  for 
electrical  companies  shows  quite  a  contrast,  and  is,  of  course,  sub- 
ject to  similar  qualification. 

£eference  should  be  made  here  to  the  fact  that  the  classification 
of  wage  payments  as  between  operating  expenses  and  fixed  capital 
in  general  Table  XXXI  and  text  Table  43  leaves  much  to  be  de- 
sired. The  data  of  the  employees  and  wages  tables  come  directly 
from  the  payrolls.  But  the  accounting  character  of  some  of  the 
payments  thus  made,  as  operating  expense  or  capital  charge,  may 
not  have  been  determined  when  the  payrolls  were  made  up,  and 
some  are  of  the  nature  of  suspense  items,  in  particular  wages 
chargeable  to  materials  and  supplies  that  are  usable  for  either  capi- 
tal or  operations,  including  in  the  latter  repairs  and  replacements.
